Successful Completion Of 
An Airplane 


This year the circulation campaign 
is based on a patriotic theme and 
the newest idea of this war...grem- 
lins. Each home room represents a 
gremlin—either good or bad. Those 
home rooms which obtain a large 
number of subscriptions are repre- 
sented by a good gremlin, of the 
kind supposedly found in airplane 
|factories helping speed up produc- 
tion. On the other hand, those home 
rooms which fail to get a sufficient 
number of subscriptions are depicted 
by bad gremlins. These bad grem- 
lins are the ones who do everything 
they can to prevent the production 
of our bombers and the safe return 
of our pilots out on bombing raids. 

Each of the four books is named 
after a famous airplane plant, run- 
ning a new plane off its lines every 
time a Northerner subscription is 
gained. Book I, Under Martha Dole, 
is a Lockheed plant, turning out 
P-38’s.

Needed To Surpass 
Stamp, Bond Record 


Last year North Side made a very 
fine record in the sale of stamps 
and bonds. Tuesday morning is set 
aside in order that we might buy our 
stamps and bonds. For the benefit 
of the new freshmen I will list some 
of our greater achievements that 
were made last year. 

March 30 we reached our goal of 
$75,000 in war bonds, which enabled 
us to buy a pursuit plane. This plane 
was named “Redskin Raider of Fort 
Wayne.” 

North Side was awarded the Minute 
Man Flag by Mr. Abbett, April 5. 
This award was given for being over 
90 per cent in the participation of 
stamps and bonds for six consecutive 
weeks. 

Our next goal was fifty jeeps, each 
one costing $900. This goal was reach- 
ed on May 4. Our last, goal for the 
school year was fifteen ambulances, 
each one costing about $2,500. This 
goal was reached June 2, lacking

Stamps And Bonds Will Be 
Sold Again On. 
Tuesdays 








Since Tuesday morning is set aside 
for the purchasing of bonds and 
stamps, the safety schedule is put in 
use. This schedule is also used on 
Thursday, when safety lessons are 
studied in-each home room. Wednes- 
day is set aside as guidance day, ne- 
cessitating the use of the guidance 
schedule. 


The regular class day schedule is 
used on Monday and Friday. It pro- 
vides for a fifteen minute home room 
period, fifty minute periods in the 
morning, and beginning with the fifth 
perod, fifty-five minute periods. 

On Tuesday and Thursday the saf- 
ety schedule is used. According to 
this schedule home room period lasts 
for twenty-five minutes. The first 
three classes are forty-eight minutes 
in length, the fourth period is forty- 
six, and the last three periods have 
their regular length of fifty-five min- 
utes. 


Wednesday the guidance day sched- 
ule is put into effect. It provides for 
a long home room period consisting of 

“forty minutes. The first two periods 

are also forty minutes long. The 
third is forty-five and the fourth, 
fifty minutes. The last three periods 
are of regular length, fifty-five min- 
utes. 

When there are free assemblies the 
day is run on the assembly sched- 
ules. According to this schedule the 
regular fifteen minutes is given to 
the home room period. The first two 
periods are forty minutes long. »Be- 
tween the second and third periods is 
the assembly, which usually lasts 
thirty-five minutes. Forty minutes 
are then allotted to the third and 
fourth periods, and the last three per- 
iods again have their full fifty-five 
minutes.

Here at North Side, as in schools all over our country, students 
are aiding their country through the Victory Corps, a nation-wide 
organization which prepares high school students for future serv- 
ice in a war-torn world, and gives them an opportunity to par- 


ticipate in the war effort right now-? 

Freshmen are urged to join the 
Victory Corps. This job will be of 
great benefit to the student, and~to 
their school and country. 


Victory Corps here at North Side 
offers instruction in nutrition, first 
aid, staff assistants, home nursing, 
disaster corps, Morse code, sema- 
phore drill, model airplane building, 
photography, and game production. 
These various classes and divisions 
are under the guidance of North 
Side teachers. 


Tuesday afternoon at 3:20 was set 
aside for Victory Corps classes. These 
classes may be attended by any stu- 
dent who can pass these simple re- 
quirements for general membership: 
good citizenship record, active par- 
ticipation in some physical fitness 
program, one or more courses either 
taken previously or’ being taken now 
that are war useful subjects, and at 
least one wartime activity which 
renders service to the school, com- 
munity, or nation.

Bicycle permits may be obtained 
through home room teachers. These 
must be signed by the parents and 
then returned to school in order to 
gain permission to ride a bicycle to 
school. } 

The bicycle rules follow: 

There shall be only one person rid- 
ing on a bicycle on the regular seat 
that is attached to the bicycle. 

No bicyele shall carry more per- 
sons at one time than the number 
for which it is designed. 

No rider shall attach himself or 
his vehicle to another vehicle on the 
street or on any roadway. 

No rider shall carry a package 
which might hinder or otherwise pre- 
vent him from keeping both hands on 
the handlebars. , 

If the bicycle does not have a 
bell or other device that is audible 
for 100 yards, this bicycle shall not 
be ridden until it is so equipped. No 
vider shall use a siren or whistle. 

Cyclists shall ride no more than 
two abreast except on roadways and 
paths assigned to cyclists for ex- 
clusive use. 

Any bicycle that is to be ridden 
one-half hour after sunset and one- 
half hour before sunrise shall be 
equipped with a headlight visible for 
500 feet to the front and a tail- 
light visible for 500 feet to the rear, 
except that a red reflector meeting 
the requirements of this act may be 
used in place of a rear light. 

Traffic and hand signals shall be 
observed by all bicycle riders. 

Cyclists also are cautioned-to ob- 
serve these things while riding a 
bicycle: 

Handlebars and grips are tight; 

Saddle is fastened at right height; 

Pedals are tight, not broken; 

Chain and sprocket are guarded; 

Brakes take hold quickly; 

Bell or horn is working; * 

Head and tail-lights are function- 
ing; \ 

No weakness in frame. ‘ 

A few safety rules, stressed by the 
police, are listed: 

1. Walk across heavy traffic. 

2. Watch carefully at railroad 
crossings. 

8. Keep out of car tracks and ruts. 

4. Never “stunt” or race in traf- 
fic. 

5. Use extra caution on all side- 
walks. 

6. Get off the roadways to make 
repairs. 

7. Wear light-colored clothing at 
night.

Enrollment Decreases 
In City Schools 


Many of the students of North 
Side have left for work, to join the 
armed forces, or for other purposes.

Pupils May Be President 
Of Only One Organiza- 
tion At A Time 


At the beginning of each school 
year various class and club officers 
are elected. In these elections it is 
most important that students weigh 
the character of the nominees care- 
fully, for only in this manner can ca- 
pable leaders be chosen. Character, 
and not popularity and social stand- 
ing, should be responsible for the de- 
cision. : 

Incoming freshmen, especially, have 
a more difficult problem choosing 
their officers because they have not 
yet had time to become acquainted 
with all the members of their class. 

In order to give as many people as 
possible an opportunity to serve and 
hold positions of leadership, the fol- 
lowing regulations must be observed: 

A person may be president of only 
one organization at a time and an- 
other officer in not more than two 
organizations. Publisher of The 
Northerner, and editor of The Legend 
have the same rank as a president. 
The following have the same rank as 
officers of an organization. 

Northerner—Managing editor, edi- 
tor, news editor; business manager, 
war editor, advertising manager; cir- 
culation manager. 

Legend—Circulation or 
manager. 

Cheer leaders (major). 

Student managers of music and ath- 
letics. 

Stage manager. 

Presidents of organizations must be 
passing in everything; other officers 
follow athletic eligibilty rules; the 
Ist of nominees must be approved by 
the office before election. If elected 
to more than two offices (or two presi- 
dencies), the pupil chooses the offices 
he wishes to hold that semester. If 
a resignation must be made, the va- 
cancy will be filled by the defeated 
nominee, 

A person may not succeed himself 
in an office he holds for a year. 

_A person may not be chairman of 
more than two committees at the 
same time. The following rank the 
same as committee chairmanship: 

Boys’ sports editor, make-up editor, 
copy editors of Northerner, 

Lead in play. 

Member of major athletic team. 

Member of varsity debate team. 

A person may not take part in more 
than four activities or clubs, not 
counting Student Council or Honor 
Societies. It is strongly advised that 
_a pupil take part in not more than 
one major activity or two or three 
minor activities or clubs.

Math Refresher 
Course Is Offered 


IU Extension To Assist 
Those Needing Review 
For Shop Jobs 


For the benefit of those who need 
a review of mathematics for wartime 
positions or for military service, a 
wartime refresher course in funda- 
mental mathematics has been added 
to the curriculum of the Fort Wayne 
extension center of Indiana Univer- 
sity for the fall semester, F. R. Neff, 
executive secretary of the center, has 
announced. 

It is intended for those who have 
forgotten their early training in ele- 
mentary mathematics. 

The class will meet each Tuesday 
evening at 8 o’clock and will include 
drills in addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication of whole numbers and frac- 
tions; decimals, positive and negative 
numerals; ratio and _ proportion; 
equations and factors; geometric fun- 
damentals and square roots; addition, 
subtraction, multiplication of alge- 
braic fractions; graphs and graphic 
solutions.

Despite Optimism Concerning Its Hazy “Future,

Last spring experts were painting 
a gloomy picture for big league base- 
ball. Babe Ruth made the statement 
that both leagues would fold by mid- 
summer. But at this writing, plans 
are being formed even for next sea- 
son and club managers and owners 
agree that baseball will continue in 
1944. 

It was first estimated that at- 
tendance figures would collapse, but 
they have held up very well. The 
American League figures are higher 
than last year, while the National 
League’s attendance shows a slight 
decrease compared to last year. Over- 
all attendance of both loops is slightly 
higher. These attendance figures are 
very encouraging and demonstrate 
that baseball is still America’s na- 
tional pastime. 

The quality of play has suffered 
due to the draft, but even this has 
not declined as much as was predict- 
ed at the beginning of the season. 

Baseball Has Disadvantages 

Baseball has had many dishearten- 
ing experiences during this incom- 
pleted season, the chief example be- 
ing the Philadelphia Athletics. From 
August 6 when knuckleballer Roger 
Wolff shut out the New York Yan- 
kees until August 24 when he turned 
back the Chisox, the Athletics were 
unable to win a favorable decision. 
They tied their old consecutive losing 
mark of twenty games set by the 
1916 edition of the Athletics and held 
jointly with the 1906 Boston Red 
Sox. 

Another great disappointment has 
been the poor showing of the New 
York Giants under the leadership of 
Mel Ott. The main New York nem- 
isis has been their pitching staff. 
Starters Melton, Wittig, Chase, and 
Fischer haye been able to complete 
only thirty of the games. Ace Ad- 
ams, effective Giant fireman, has ap- 
peared in sixty-eight ball games at 
this writing and is well on the way 
toward breaking the record which he 
now holds for relief hurling. 

Western Clubs Dominate 

Examining the standings of the 
major league clubs, one finds that the 
western clubs are dominating the 
first division of the National League. 
The first three positions seem to be 
with St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
and Pittsburgh finishing in that or- 
der. Brooklyn and Chicago are fight- 
ing for the other position. 

St. Louis. has everything—batting, 
pitching, fielding, and also speed. 
Cincinnati has a great ball club, but 
doesn’t have the hitting power of the 
Cardinals. Pittsburgh has been shady 
all year. At times they have looked 
like champions, but their hurling 
corps has not held up throughout the 
campaign. Rip Sewell (“bloomer ball” 
included) has molded the Pirates’ 
staff and at present leads the Na- 
tional League with nineteen wins and 
only five losses. 

Brooklyn Begins Reconstruction 

Brooklyn, under the new Rickey 
regime, has begun reconstruction op- 
erations and is not likely to be a suc- 
cess again until after the war. The 
ousting of Medwick, Allen, and Ca- 
milli was undertaken too early, be- 
cause Brooklyn did riot have suitable 
replacements or get equal material 
in return. Medwick is hitting over 
.350 since joining the tail-end Giants 
and will probably finsh the season 
hitting second only to Stan Musial 
of St. Louis. 

The Chicago Cubs have proved a 
great disappointment. Critics said 
that they would give the Cardinals 
a run for the pennant, but their slab

I think ‘that the best way to de- 
scribe our branch of the USO is to 
tell you about my tour. 

I entered at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Harrison streets, and 
found myself in a long room filled 
with comfy furniture (draped with 
soldiers, naturally) and an informa- 
tion desk. ..or at least I think it was 
an information desk...It’s where I 
asked where to find Mr. Wittwer, 
anyhow. I was told to go into the 
office and wait. I did. 

The office was a small, executive- 
looking place shared by the presi- 
dent of the board, Mr. Kilbourn and 
Mr. Wittwer, who is the director of 
our USO. There were two beautiful 
desks and some swell leather-seated 
chairs. I wasn’t there long when in 
came Mr. Wittwer himself and we 
were off. 

We went down a corridor, past the 
long-distance telephone booth, and 
came out in the coziest-looking room 
you ever saw. It was the library. 
There were lovely flowered drapes at 
the windows, several soft- looking, 
slip-covered sofas and chairs, some 
tables and lamps that were all ar- 
ranged just right, and a nice thick 
carpet on the floor. The walls were 
lined with shelves, which in turn were 
lined with books and magazines. 
There were books of all sorts and 
kinds. The USO got some of them 
through the V Campaign (remember 
that?) and some are contributed by 
our Public Library. And then of 
course there are always the generous 
folks who donate a book or two every 
now and then...(that last being a 
gentle hint)...I also noticed that 


most of the books look quite new and 
modern. Mr. Wittwer told me that if 
a boy gets interested in a book and 
is going to be shipped out, he is al- 
lowed to take the book along with 
him. He can always pass it along to 
a buddy or to the USO in another 
town. 


At this point we left the library 
and I was shown the files where the 
j names of all the volunteers and Vic- 
; tory Belles are kept. (There are only 
two paid members on the entire 
staff.) When the Victory Belles come 
“on duty,” they are given their little 
identification tags which are tied up 
with patriotic red, white, and blue 
ribbon. For you girls who are inter- 
ested, Victory Belles must be at least 
eighteen years old. It’s a swell way 
to do your part for the War Effort. 
But remember that there’s absolute- 
ly no sneaking out on private dates 
with that ultra-handsome and equal- 
ly irresistable Marine or you are out 
of the USO and all its good times 
forever. The girls have certain hours 
either day or night each week to 
come. The “shifts” begin early in the 
morning and continue on through the 
day into the evening, and I’ll bet that 
the cases of absenteeism are very 
few and far between. 

Next we went into a huge room 
which is a combination diningroom 
and dance hall. Toward the front is 
the orchestra platform, and in the 
rear is the Snack Bar and a number 
of luncheon tables and chairs. There 
are dances every Tuesday and Thurs- 
day night.

In North Side’s first sale of stamps 
and bonds for the school year, 95.4 
per cent of the school participated in 
the sale.

Their 
purchases totaled $2,666.35. The jun- 
ior class was second with a total of 





achievements, Miss Rowena Harvey, 
faculty adviser, announced. The 
award is the highest possible that 
can be awarded to a high school pa- 
per. In all the various departments, 
The Northerner was classed as above 
superior. 

The Northerner totaled 933 out of| 
a possible 1,000 points in all depart- 
ments of the paper to get well above 
the 900 mark that is required for 
the award. The war service of the 
paper under the direction of Sheila 
Schomp and Margaretta Horner was 
given special mention as being out- 
standing. The news coverage was 
called systematic, thorough and com- 
plete.

Use of 
stories on books, motion pictures and 
radio programs was recommended. 
The make-up of the paper was 
very good, but was called traditional 
by the judges. Dirt columns, in the 
opinion of the judges were given too 
much space, and human _ interest 
stories were underemphasized. Fea- 
tures published in The Northerner 
were classified as very good. Imagin- 
ative writing received too little space 
and the few stories under this head- 
ing lacked variety and color. 

The feature staff last year was 
under the direction of Jack Vanden- 
berg. 

Northerner Is Good Experience 

The business staff was rated very 
successful. The judges stated that 
students who work on The Northern- 
er benefit from their experiences and 
the many educational opportunities 
offered by the paper. 

In summing up The Northerner the 
judges said, ‘“Unquestiopably The 
Northerner is an outstanding high 
school paper—an example of what 
well-guided student journalists can 
do. Its war record is impressive. The 
staff and sponsor are to be come) 
mended for their progressive and 
constructive policies.”

zens and thus to go one step farther in 
world understanding. 

5. To be enough interested in welfare of 

country to want to help in largest way pos- 

. sible. 

a. Help by keeping busy (very easy while 
in school) and keeping off the streets. 

b. Learn and practice good citizenship to 
take the huge problem of delinquency 
off the shoulders of the already over- 
burdened adults. 

Reasons for quitting school: é 

1. Honest desire to “get in the fight” (enlist- 

ing). 

2: Mental laziness—excuse to quit studies. 

3. Big money—easy living. .

Can you honestly say you would be justified in 
quitting? Does the idea of education and doing 
your part here now so you can better take your 

- place later appeal to you? Frankly, we hope that 
you can really feel that whatever your course 1s, 
it is the best.

Redskins’ Line Holds Back

In a hard-fought battle the North 
Side Redskin squad was conquered 
by a fast Central team at the South 
Side Stadium Jast Friday night in 
opening game of the 1943 City Series 
by the score of 13 to 0. The score, 
however, does not indicate the even- 
ly matched play that dominated 
throughout the majority of the game. 

Although its speed-packed back- 
field failed to click for as many long 
Tuns and jaunts to the pay dirt as 
was anticipated, Central did look im- 
pressive enough against an aggres- 
sive Redskin eleven, to install them- 
selves as the favorite for the city 
title again. Last season, Central went 
through the entire season unscored 
upon in City Series competition. 

The Redskins lacked effective and 
consistent aggressive punch through- 
out, and were weak in their supply 
of reserves. The Redskin line, how- 
ever, was a major factor in keeping 
the Tigers backs in check. 

North Side matched Central in play 
from the last half of the first period, 
until midway in the fourth quarter. 
From halftime until the Tigers 
launched their second touchdown 
drive in the fourth period, the Dornte 
men outplayed the Mendelhall ag- 
gregation. 

Central scored early and late in the 
tilt to annex their first victory. The 
first score came with the game about 
seven minutes old. The Tigers had 
kicked to North Side’s ten-yard line, 
where a fumble was recovered by the 
Blue and White. After four downs, 
Central fell one foot short of a 
touchdown, as the North line held. 

The Redskins took over the ball on 
downs and attempted to kick out of 
danger, however the Tiger line rush- 
ed in, with Sholeff and Kierns block- 
ing the punt. The ball last hit Kierns 
as it bounded out of the end zone for 
an automatic touchdown for the Blue. 
Max Ramsey’s placement went wide. 

Until the fourth period neither 
team entered scoring territory. The 
best effort for the Dorntemen was a 
third period drive that carried them 
from their own eight yard line to the 
Central forty in seven plays with 
Treesh, Keim, and Andrews doing the 
ball carrying. 

Midway in the last quarter the 
Tigers started their second touch- 
down drive. Starting from their own 
27, a couple of completed passes and 
good runs moved the Blue to the 
North Side 28-yard line where Ram- 
sey was shaken loose around his right 
end for the score. Mendenhall passed 
to Armstrong for the extra point. 

Central threatened again when 
interference was ruled on a long pass 
by Mendenhall to Armstrong on the 
Redskin 10-yard line. The Tigers had 
advanced the ball to the four yard 
stripe as the game ended. 

Andrews and Hathaway were in- 
jured during the game. It is possible 
that Andrews’ leg is broken. If not, 
both boys will be counted on and 
needed in future Redskin games. 

The Tigers had the statistical 
edge gaining 162 yards to the Red- 





skins’ 82. Central made seven first 
downs to North Side’s three.They 
passed twenty-four times, complet- 


ing one on interference for a total of 
sixty-four yards. Two of the Red- 
skins eleven passes were intercepted 
and two completed for six yards. The 
Blue was penalized 15 yards and 
North 10. The Dorntemen fumbled 
five times, losing the ball three times. 
Central fumbled four times and re- 
covered three times. 

North Side will meet the Tigers 
again on October 8 on the Northern 
field. Central will play three games 
out of town until then.

On the ta- 
ble beside the record player was a 
bright yellow cookie jar...filled with 
the “kind of cookies mother made.”

Then there’s the big room all fitted 
out with ping pong tables and so 
forth.

Board announces the following quali- 
fications concerning seventeen-year- 
old applicants who wish to enlist as 
apprentice seamen in the V-5. 
Qualifications 

1. Be a male citizen of the United 
States. Foreign-born citizens who 
have been naturalized less than ten 
years will not be enlisted in Class V- 
5, except upon the recommendation of 
the Officer-in-Charge of a Naval Avi- 
ation Cadet Selection Board and ap- 
proval by the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel in each individual case. 

2. Have reached seventeenth 
birthday at time of enlistment but 
not yet reached eighteenth birthday. 

8. Agree to remain on active duty 
for four years, including period un- 
dergoing training as Aviation Cadet, 
unless sooner released by the Navy 
Department. 

4. Be unmarried and agree to re- 
main unmarried until completion of 
flight training and acceptance of com- 
mission as ensign, U. S. Naval Re- 
serve, or second lieutenant, U. S. Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve. 

5. Be a graduate of, or currently 
enrolled in an accredited high school 
or secondary school, with reasonable! 
expectation of graduation by Febru- 
ary 15, 1944 and pursuing a college 
preparatory course. 

6. Be in the upper half of high 
school class, or in the upper two- 
thirds of college class. 

7. Pass flight physical examina- 
tion given by a naval flight examiner. 
The following physical standards 
must be met: 

(a) Height—minimum.-5 ft., 4 in.; 

maximum 6 ft., 4 in. 

(b) Weight — in proportion to 

height and at least 115 Ibs.

10. Pass prescribed mental tests. 
Documentary Data Required . 

1. Evidence of birth. 

(a) If birth is recorded, an origi- 
nal birth certificate or official form 
must be submitted showing appli- 
cant’s name, place of birth, date of 
birth, and name and place of birth of| 
parents. Birth certificate must be 
signed by the issuing officer with an 
original signature (printed signa- 
tures are not acceptable), and must 
bear the seal of the issuing officer. 
Baptismal certificates or certificates 
of registration of birth are not ac- 
ceptable as birth certificates.

2. Affidavit regarding discrepancy 
in names. You will be enlisted under 
the name exactly as it appears on 
your birth certificate unless you can 
supply a copy of the court order ef- 
fecting a change in your name. Your 
name should appear on all other sup- 
porting papers in exactly the same 
form. If your name appears different- 
ly on any of the other papers, a 
sworn affidavit by a person knowing 
you since birth must be furnished re- 
cording the difference. However, you 
will still be enlisted under the name 
appearing on your birth certificate 
and you should sign all papers under 
that name.

By a recent ruling of the state de- 
partment, working hours per week 
for students were limited by the 
number of subjects taken by the stu- 
dent. 

If a student is working from one 
to twenty hours, four subjects may 
be taken; from twenty-one to thirty 
hours, three subjects; from thirty-one 
to forty hours, two subjects; and 
from forty-one to fifty hours, one 
subject. If a student is working over 
fifty-one hours a week his or her 
high school course must be dropped. 
If a student is carrying five or more 
subjects he can not work.

Lieutenant Louis E. Curdes, 1938 


graduate, has been reported missing 


in action. Lieutenant Curdes, over- 
seas since last March, was awarded 


the Distinguished Flying Cross in 


July for heroic action performed 
during the Tunisian campaign, ~and 
in fighter and bombing missions over 
Sicily. 

He has also been decorated with an 
air medal plus six Oak Leaf clusters, 
According to word received by his 
parents he has been awarded four 
more clusters. 

Lieutenant Curdes wrote home re- 


.|cently that he had been over Rome 


twice, and over Italy 20 or more 
times. This makes over 45 aerial mis- 


|sions since being sent overseas in 


March. He is credited with more than 
200 hours of combat flying. 

As a fighter pilot in a P-38, he shot 
down three Nazi planes over the Bay 
of Tunis in May. A short time later 
he added two more over the Mediter- 
ranean sea, which made him an ace. 
He downed his sixth plane over Sicily. 

After his graduation from North 
Side, Lieutenant Curdes attended 
Purdue University, and enlisted as a 
flying cadet just before Christmas in 
1941, He received his basic training 
at Lancaster, near Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, his advanced training at Luke 
Field, Arizona, where he was made a 
Cadet Captain, and where he was 
commissioned December 3, 1942. 
Later he was sent to Glendale, Calif.,

Horseplay on the transit vehicles 
causes discomfort and injury to

Phase complaints have been made 
because needless riding at rush 
hours is harmful to the general war 
efforts of the entire community.

Last May, The Scholastic Institute 
of Scholastic Opinion sponsored by 
Scholastic Magazine, sent out an un- 
usual poll on public opinion of Cur- 
rent Events. The institute has com- 
pleted the tabulation of the first poll 
as far as results have come in to 





Many of the|, 
member schools could not participate 
in the first poll, which came in the 
month of May when a consideyable 
number of schools throughout the 
country had already closed or were in 
their final weeks. All of them, how- 
ever, expressed a desire to participate 
in poll number two, which will be 
ready for members early in October. 

Poll number two will have no more 
than three questions, probably two.) 
The breakdown of each question will 
be comparatively simple. 

Questions like three and five will 
be omitted, as they were considered 
too complicated. 

The poll was as follows: 

1. Do you think the constitution 
of the United States should be 
amended to permit voting at the age 
of 18 instead of 21? 

Yes, 36,552; No, 45,338; No opin- 
ion, 4,026. 

2. Which of the following state- 
ments comes closest to representing 
your. opinion of the United States 
Congress? 

A—Congress is the most efficient 
branch of our government; it usually 
carries out the will of the people and 
has exercised strong in the war cri- 
sis—22.042. 

B—Congress. represents fairly well 
the combination of the voters but it 
sometimes fails to promote the na- 
tional interests because of demands 
or pressure blocks—40,911. 

C—Congress should be the heart 
of our democratic system but at pres- 
ent it is composed of too many small 
minded politicians unfit for leader- 
ship in today’s world.—18,495. 

D—Congress has become an out of 
date, an ineffective body, because of 
its partisonship and talkativeness; it 
should be abolished and a strong cen- 
tral government set up in its place— 
2,060.

. In a letter to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. W. Nahrwold, 2002 Califor- 
nia Avenue, Lieutenant Nahrwold 
said it took him three nights to re- 
turn to the Allied lines. He slept 
during the day and walked at night. 
His only food consisted of two cans 
‘of “C” rations and raw eggs given 
by friendly Arabs. 

Lieutenant Nahrwold enlisted in 
the army on January 29, 1941, and 
received his basic training at Camp 
Shelby, Miss. He received his com- 
mission upon graduation from the 
officer candidate school at Fort Ben- 
ning, Georgia. He was sent to Eng- 
land in September of 1942.

Redskins Overpower Irish 


With Keim, Treesh, And 
Deitschel Scoring 





Showing too much power and speed 
against a weaker but determined 
Irish eleven, the Redskins scored 
their second consecutive victory in 
city competition and began warming 
up for the decisive battle with the 
Central Tigers this evening. The 
game was played last Friday on the 
northern grid field. The final count 
was a victory for North Side, 26 to 0. 

As a result of their convincing 
triumph over the Irish, the Dornte- 
men remain a definite threat for the 
city crown. This was the second city 
series win for North Side in three 
starts, losing to Central in the first 
game of the season. 

Howard Treesh and Bob Keim pro- 
vided the offensive punch, while the 
line stopped the Irish backs cold. 
Treesh and Keim accounted for three 
of North Side’s four touchdowns with 
Tom Deitschel getting the other. 

Having an edge in every depart- 
ment, the Redskins had little trouble 
driving through the Irish throughout 
the entire battle. The Dorntemen 
counted two touchdowns in the first 
quarter and another in the second 
period to hold a commanding half- 
time lead of 19 to 0. 

Gaining the ball on an exchange 
of punts shortly after the kickoff, 
North Side marched forty-five yards 
for its first score with Treesh going 
over from the 17-yard stripe, after 
Treesh and Keims had reeled off good 
running advances, and a pass from 
Andrews to Treesh was completed 
during the first scoring drive. Deits- 
chel’s placement for the point was 
low. 

The Irish were driven back while 
in possession of the ball and were 
forced to kick from deep in their own 
territory. Andrews, Treesh, and 
Keims again made long runs ‘for two 
first downs, one on a 20-yard gain by 
Keim to the 3-yard stripe. The back- 
field was in motion on the next play, 
however, and the ball was called 
back to the 8, where Keim went over 
to score and again the placement was 
wide.

Naval Program, 
V-5, Is Explained 
Flight Training To Be Re- 


ceived By Aviation Ca- 
dets Is Given 





General information on the Navy 
V-5 program has been given by the 
Naval Aviation Cadet Selection 
Board. i ra 5 
Applicants . 

Men accepted by the Navy for 
flight training are divided into two 
categories: 

(a) Men who are seventeen 
years old. These men are not register- 
ed under the Selective Service Act 
and can, therefore, be enlisted at Na- 
val Aviation Cadet Selection boards 
without the necessity of going 
through draft board. Such applicants 
are enlisted as Apprentice Seamen, 
V-5, USNR and are not transferred 
to Aviation Cadet status until they 
reach the age of 18 and have gradu- 
ated from high school. Apprentice 
Seamen, V-5, who fail to graduate 
from high school are transferred to 
V-6, USNR and assigned to general 
duty. ; 

(b) Men who have reached their 
eighteenth birthday but have not 
reached their twenty-seventh birth- 
day. These applicants are examined 
at Naval Aviation Cadet Selection 
Boards and are issued letters of di- 
rected assignment. Applicants then 
volunteer for induction through their 
local draft board, presenting their 
letters of directed assignment, After 
being inducted they are assigned to 
the Navy, enlisted as Aviation Cadets 
SV-5, USNR and returned home to 
inactive duty and their records for- 
warded to the Selection Board that 
issued the letter for assignment to 
flight training classes. | 

All Selection Boards have been as- 
signed specific monthly quotas for 
each of the two classes listed above. 
This means that only a limited num- 
ber of men in each class can be taken 
each month. 

Training 

The normal sequence of training 
received by Aviation Cadets is as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

Naval Flight Preparatory School— 
15 weeks—consists of ground school, 
military drill, physical training and 
indoctrination. ~ : 

Civil Aeronautics Authority—War 
Training Service School—12 weeks— 
consists of CAA elementary and in- 
termediate flying courses. — 

Navy Pre-Flight School—11 weeks 
—consists of ground school and phy- 
sical conditioning. 

Primary Flight Training — 12 
weeks—consists of ground school and 
flight instruction. f 
_ Intermediate Flight Training — 14 
weeks—consists of advanced ground 
school and flight training. Upon com- 
pletion of this phase of training, stu- 
dent receives his Wings and is com- 
missioned in either the Navy or Ma- 
rine Reserves. 

Operational Flight Training — 8 
weeks—consists of specialized flight 
training under simulated fleet and 
battle conditions. This is the final 
phase of training and upon comple- 
tion thereof men are transferred to 
the fleet for duty. 

Pay 

During the period of training in an 
Aviation Cadet status, students re- 
ceive $75.00 per month. Upon being 
commissioned as an Ensign in the 
Naval Reserve or a Second Lieuten- 
ant in the Marine Reserve, the pay is 
computed as follows:

Uniforms 


During the period of training as 
Aviation Cadets, students are fur- 
nished with all necessary items of 
clothing and gear. Upon being com- 
missioned, they receive a cash cloth- 
ing allowance of $150.00 to cover the 
cost of additional uniforms. 

Navy College Program (V-12) 

A certain number of Apprentice 
Seamen, V-12, USNR (17 year old en- 
listees) may be selected by the Navy 
Department for the Navy College 
Training Program. Those selected | 
will be transferred to Class V-12 (a) 
and assigned to various colleges. Up- 
on completion of their college train- 
ing, they will be transferred back to 
Class V-6 and assigned to flight 
training. Selections for this program 
are made by the Navy based entirely 
upon the application for flight train- 
ing submitted at the time of enlist- 
ment. 

Students who fail to successfully 
complete the flight training program 
will be retained in the Navy and 
transferred to a class for which they 
are qualified. r 
Marriage 

Students must remain unmarried 
until they are commissioned. Mar- 
riage before such time will result in 
the student being dropped from flight 
training. ; 

Apprentice Seamen, V-5, USNR 
(seventeen year olds) are enlisted for 
the period of their minority, i.e. 
their enlistment expires on the day 
before their twenty-first birthday, un- 





less sooner released by the Navy De-! 


partment. 

Aviation Cadets, SV-5, USNR 
(eighteen-twenty-six year olds) are 
enlisted for a period of four years, 
unless sooner released by the Navy 
Department.* 

*In the event of the expiration of 
any enlistment during a war or na- 
tional emergency, men are retained 
on active duty until six months after 
the end of the war or national emer-

As forecast it was a good, hard- 
fought battle.

He turned in a 
nice job of running when deep in Red 
territory to keep on going for a sixty 
yard scoring run. Pfohl missed the 
extra point attempt to leave North 
Side within tying range at 13 to 6. 

The Redskins, though staving off 
two Goshen third quarter threats, 
could not produce a scoring punch it- 
self in the second half. Two oppor- 
tunities appeared in the final period 
after Frank Glasa intercepted a 
Goshen pass and took it to the in- 
vaders’ 37. The Red went to the 21 
before an interception on the nine 
halted this threat and then Keim 
made a beautiful run back of a punt 
and carried it to the 38.'But Goshen’s 
line held for downs on its 29 and was 
out of the hole for good. 

Bob Keim’s play was especially out- 
standing in the Red backfield.

Held on fairly even terms for the 
first two quarters, the Central Tigers 
unleashed some offensive fireworks to 
roll up a 38 to 0 score by the time of 
the final gun against Central Catho- 
lic last week.

some idea how precious fresh fruit is 
to us now that it is so hard to get.

We have an open market, The 
square surrounding the market hall 
is given over to a network of stalls 
there; before the war one could buy 
anything—apart from _ furniture. 
These open stalls are open Mondays 


‘and Saturdays until blackout time. 


Blackout is now from 5:30 p. m, to 
8:15 a.m. One is liable to fine for 
showing the least glimmer of light. 
Batteries for standard size torches 
are very hard to obtain, and with- 
out a torch on a very dark night it 


out time it was so very dense that 
all the buses had to be withdrawn. 
There are no subways or tramways 
in Burnley. 

At present we are allowed 12 points 
a month for sweets and chocolate.

This year more than ever before emphasis is 
being laid upon “skipping”’ school. z 

Immediately there comes to mind the question 
of—Why do students skip school? In reply we 
hear—‘Lack of preparation on that day’s work 
or “it was too nice a day to go to school” or you 
wanted to “catch up on sleep and rest.” Yes, you 
have heard them all, and probably many more 


besides. But the most common of all is the one’ 


that pertains to lack of preparation. Students 
who have themes, speeches, or collateral to hand 
in, or who just have a recitation period and have 
not prepared, would rather waste a whole day’s 
work in skipping than to spend a little time the 
night before to make the necessary preparation.

The Teen Canteen will be formally 
opened tomorrow evening, November 


6, with a dance, All week the Canteen 
has been opened for inspection and 
open house has been held. The Can- 
teen, under the direction of Mr. Loy 
C. Laney, has been opened in Fort 
Wayne to provide a place for the 
youth of the town to meet, and to 
keep them off the streets and out of 
the taverns and stores. 

Students must purchase member- 
ship cards for fifty cents; which will 
permit them to enter the Canteen at 
any time. This card is good over the 
period of a year. 

School pupils up to nineteen years 
of age will be allowed in the Canteen. 
Students from the various city high 
schools registered during this week. 

_ Although all students from 14 to 19 
years of age can go to the Canteen 
no married people or service men will 
be allowed, unless the service man is 
a relative of a member. At that he 
can only come as a visitor, not as a 
participant. Of course, this applies to 
women in the service, too. 

During week days the Canteen will 
be open from 3;15 in the afternoon to 
10:15 in the evenings On Friday it 
will open at 3:15 and the doors will 
not be closed until 11:30. Saturdays 
the Canteen will open at 1 o’clock and 
will close at 11:30 in the evening. 

Sundays, however, the Canteen will 
be open only from 1 to 6 o’clock, 
Twice during this twelve-month 
period a person may come to the Can- 
teen as a guest. 

Mr. Laney is supervisor and each 
night six adults, two on each floor, 
will act as chaperones. Direction of 
the Canteen is under a student and 
adult council. Two students from 


each grade and from each high school | 


serve on the council. 

The Canteen will cover four 
floors including the basement. On the 
first floor are situated the offices and 
lounges. The all-important soda foun- 
tain is on the second floor. And on 
the third is the dance hall—furnished 
with a juke; and on special occasions 
an orchestra. Ping pong and all other 
games will be carried on in, the base- 

ment. Craft work will also be de- 
veloped if it is thought necessary. 

_ The Canteen can not help but be a 

big success and it is. just the thing 
that high s¢hool kids in Fort Wayne 
have needed for a long time. And 
now we've “got it, let’s be sure and 
make good use of it. 

Monday, November 1, approximate- 

ly 710 boys and girls of high school 
age registered at the Teen Canteen, 
which is operated by the Wayne 
Youth Commission. 
’ Registration continued throughout 
this week with Tuesday designated as 
Central Catholic, high school’s day, 
Wednesday as North Side’s, Thursday 
as Central’s, and Friday as Concor- 
dia’s, and other high schools of Allen 
County. 

The Canteen was officially opened 
by Mayor Harry W. Baals at 4 p.m.

Goal Is High 
$110,000 may seem a high goal, 
the Council is confident that the 
school can reach and surpass this 
amount. It is hoped that North Side 
will buy enough stamps and bonds in 
order to buy a Medium Bomber, 
which would cost $175,000. This has 
been set as a tentative goal, provided 
we can buy this amount in stamps 
and bonds. If this amount can be 
reached we will buy the bomber in- 
stead of the Ambulance Plane. 

Today our accumulative total is 
$39,351.25. Last year this time it was 
only $10,770.55, but our total at the 
end of the school year jumped to 
$145,952.92. With the head start we 
have over last year we should surely 
reach our goal for the Ambulance 
plane, and possibly haev enough to 
buy the Medium Bomber. Our sales 
have dropped during the past month, 
but we can and will raise our sales.

North Side’s rampaging Redskins 
concluded their 1943 © cross-country 
campaign with a brilliant, smashing 
vietory over the best teams in the 
state in the Northern Indiana Con- 
ference meet last week. 

Although an official 
state meet probably will 
not be held, the NIC al- 
ways draws the toughest 
teams in the state every 

year, so this was declared the unof- 
ficial state cross-country meet. 

Thus North’s great machine has 
an enviable record, standing at fifty- 
two consecutive wins without a loss, 
undefeated in over seven years of 
competition, and once again, the con- 
ference and state champions of Indi- 
ana! 

Ash Hawk ran probably the great- 
est race of his cross-country career, 
as he barreled home first in 9 min- 
utes, 37 seconds flat over an excep- 
tionally hilly course and under very 
adverse weather conditions. This is 
a track record for the course, and is 


the second fastest meet in which 
Hawk has ever run. 
However, his 9:23 at Gary last 


year was over a level course, but 
this one at South Bend consists of 
many hills, most of which are defi- 
nitely steep. 

Though Hawk ran a great race, he 
could not completely overshadow the 
remarkable performance of Bill 
Kemp, who definitely established him- 
self as the second best distance man 
in the state, and turned in a superb 
9 minutes, 52 seconds effort. ' 

Dick Stalf, the next North runner, 
finished seventh in a field that was 
bunched after the third man. Don 
Adams was close behind iri tenth 
place, followed by Jack Shick in the! 
sixteenth position. These five ac- 
counted for the winning total of 36 
points, ‘ 

Del Byerly was right behind in 
seventeenth place and Walter Baur- 
meister landed the twenty-third po- 
sition, with Jack Heider completing 
the field for North in the thirty-sec- 
ond spot. Approximately seventy 
boys from ten schools participated in 
this meet. 

Hawk’s time was not the only rec- 
ord set at South Bend Saturday.

North Side’s Redskins concluded 
the 1948 football season in a blaze of 
glory, when they defeated Central 
Catholic 44 to 0 last Friday at the 
North Side field. It was a fitting 
windup for a dozen seniors, who 
closed the book on their high school 
grid careers, as the Redskins, with 
linemen in the backfield and the back- 
field in the line for most of the 
fourth quarter, even then scored al- 
most at will against a weak Central 
Catholic team. — 

With the South Side victory over 
Central last Saturday, the win put 
North Side in a two-way tie for the 
city title and makes the Red season 
record read six wins and four losses. 

North was held scoreless until late, 
in the first quarter, when the Red- 
skins, led by Keim and Fernandis,| 
went from their own 12 to the Irish 
15, where they were finally stopped, 
inches short of a first down. 

On the first play a bad pass from 
center was recovered by the Irish on 
the 5. On the next play the Irish 
fumbled into the end zone, where 
Mansfield raced in to take credit for 
the initial Red score. Tom Deitschel’s 
placement was unsuccessful. 

Only a few moments later the Red 
were again in possession of the ball. 
This resulted when alert Redskin line- 
men downed the kickoff on the Purple 
31. A short time later, Keim raced 
through a hole in the left side of 
his line for 20 yards and the second 
Redskin score. Deitschel’s placement 
bounced off the right vertical bar. 

However, North was not through 
taking advantage of Irish shortcom- 
ings. After the Redskin kickoff, C.C., 
after having been held for three 
downs, was forced to punt. However, 
Tom Deitschel, North candidate for 
all city tackle, broke through to 
block the kick and carry the ball to 
the Irish 22.

A program of training has been 
undertaken by the Curtiss-Wright 
Corporation for engineering work, 
selecting a number of young women 
between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-two years, who have shown 
an aptitude for mathematical and 
mechanical subjects. 

The course consists of a ten months 
period at a selected college, during 
which time the student receives a 
salary of ten dollars a week, as a 
Curtiss-Wright employee.

In Preventing Disease 





Every student of North Side is 
asked to contribute to the annual 
Christmas Seal project in order to 
reach or surpass the goal of 21,500 
dollars set for Allen County by the 
Indiana Tuberculosis Tssociation. 

Next week the 27th annual sale of 
Christmas Seals will be conducted in 
the schools. Each classroom which 
contributes five dollars will receive 
a health bond. This certificate guar- 
antees to hasten the eradication of 
tuberculosis and promote the health 
of this community. 

Book marks bearing the seal of the: 
tuberculosis association will be dis- 
tributed among all the high schools 
as a symbol of their contribution to 
a worth-while cause. 








Christmas seals thus far have 
aided in stamping out the dread of 
tuberculosis in all communities. 


Through the years the Tuberculosis 
Association has been sponsoring the 
sale of Christmas seals and this mon- 
ey is given to the counties to estab- 
lish modern methods of prevention. 
In the schools annual tuberculosis 
testing has been instituted. Free; 
chest clinics and a health camp for | 
undernourished children are two of 
the major responsibilities undertaken 
by Allen County to control the spread 
of the white plague. The work of the 
association is mainly supported by 
the annual Christmas seal sale. | 

The Christmas Seal is an immi- 
grant that became a good American. 
child of Einar Holbell, a Dan- 
ish postal clerk, it came to America 
in 1907. Holbell conceived the idea 
that every Christmas letter should 
carry a seat showing the mailer’s 
contribution to the fight against tu- 
berculosis. J 

Social worker Jacob Riis wrote a 
story about the Danish seal in the 
“Outlook”. Red Cross worker, Miss 
Emily P. Bissell of Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, decided. to try out Holbell’s 
idea She sold the first seal in 1907 in 
Delaware. 

In 1908 the American Red Cross 
sponsored the first nation-wide sale, 
turning the proceeds over to the 
young and struggling National Tu- 
berculosis Association. 

In 1919 the Christmas Seal carried 
for the first time the red double-bar- 
red cross. The ancient Lorraine cross, 
symbol of the first Crusade, has been 4 
the international emblem of the fight 
against tuberculosis since 1902. 

In 1920 the Red Cross turned ovexy 
the Seal Sale to the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, Yearly contracts 
are issued by the National Tubercu- 
losis Association to its affiliatel tu- 
berculosis associations upon proper 
qualifications as to community pro- 
gram. 

Ninety-five cents out of every Seal 
Sale dollar stays within the state in 
which it was raised. Five cents sup- 
port services of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association.

Pvt. Tom Suedhoff 
Is In “Hot Outfit” 


Famous 36th Division Was 
In Naples According To 
Last Word Received 


Private Tom Suedhoff, a North Side 
graduate, is one of the members of 
the 36th Division, known in the Army 
as a “hot outfit” and composed most- 
ly of Texans. 

This division landed on the beaches 
at Salerno on September 9 and went 
through some of the hardest fighting 
experienced by American troops any- 
where. The group had received spe- 
cial amphibian training. According 
to dispatches from Italy, the beaches 
were heavily guarded by the German 
16th Panzer Division. The assault 
wave of the 36th was stopped by ma- 
chine-gun fire, and the Second and 
Third assault groups waded ashore 
through a hail of bullets and shells. 
Despite the stout’ German defenses, 
the 36th broke through and was able 
to spread the American invasion at 
Salerno, the key mission of the as- 
sault. 

The last word received from Pvt. 
Suedhoff by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Carl J. Suedhoff of 1922 Forest Park 
Boulevard, was that he was in 
Naples on October 28. While the 
36th comprises mostly Texans, there 
are some midwesterners in the out- 
fit. The division carried the Lone 
Star flag along with the invasion. In 
the standard there is a parchment 
bearing a copy of Col. Travis’ last 
message from the Alamo. Every man 
in the division, including those not 
from Texas, can repeat it by heart.

North Comes From Behind 
Repeatedly In Last

In a scoring duel, accompanied by 
frequent fouling, in which neither 
team ever led by over six points, and 
the Redskins in their season’s opener 
trailed throughoutt the first half, 
North Side came through to chalk up 
a 54 to 51 triumph over Concordia 
High School at the North Side gym. 

Concordia proved very dangerous 
throughout the first three quarters 
and during most of the fourth period.

Recent letters from two different 
people recently received from Eng- 
land show the fine work being done 
there by_the Red Cross. One of these 
letters is from Miss Doris Chew, who 
taught at North Side in the year 19 
as exchange teacher for Miss Kath- 
arine Rothenberger, who taught in 
that year. Miss Chew had as one of 
her pupils, Florence Swanson, who is 
now at the head of one of the Red 
Cross units in England. 

Miss Chew visited the unit -where 
Miss Swanson is serving and she has 
made some interesting comments in 
a letter written to Miss Swanson’s 
parents. xu 

“I went to see the boys (I notice 
that English soldiers are always 
“men” and that Americans are al- 
ways “boys”) at their dances on Sat- 
urday and Sunday evenings, and it 
was very evident who was respon- 
sible for all the unobtrusive but very 
watchful organization. They are nice 
boys, and as I looked at them I seem- 
ed to be back at North Side, watch- 
ing the youngsters there—a little 
older, maybe, but that is all the dif- 
ference. They might have been the 
same boys. 

“T do want to assure you that the 
work which your daughter is doing 
is very important both for the Amer- 
ican boys over here and for America 
as a whole, and also for Anglo- 
American relations. The more suc- 
cessful the club is, the better the 
Americans will fit into the English 
life, which is good both for them and 
for us.” 

This letter shows the fine work 
which is being done under the super- 
vision of a former North Sider. 

Two letters were received from 
Kenny Young, 1940 graduate, now 
serving with the armed forces in 
England, showing the other side of 
the picture. He was the recipient of 
the services rendered by the Red 
Cross. He tells about this when he 
first landed in England. 

“The English people are so warm 
toward us. We had a short train ride 
on our way here to camp and the Red 
Cross was very efficient in the way 
it served cake, tea, and (censored). 


I have since been to town and the; 


people in the pubs and elsewhere are 
very friendly. I met a verv nice gen- 
tleman in town one evening, and he 
told me some very interesting things 
about the city and surrounding coun- 
try. He pointed out a bridge which 
dated back to the 13th century. Also 
I attended a church last Sunday 
which was at least 308 years old. The 
date was 1635. 

But before I go on rambling about 
the country I want to tell vou about 
the swell work the Red Cross is do- 
ing for us. They took very good care

V-12 Program Is 
Offered To Boys 


Successful Entries Will Get 
Rating Of Ensign Or 
Second Lieutenant 





In a broadening of requirements, 
Naval Aviation V-5 Pilot Training 
program is being opened immediate- 
ly to 17-year-old high school students 
who will be graduated by June 30, 
1944, it was announced today by Lieu- 
tenant Henry D. Penfield, senior mem- 
ber of the Naval Aviation Cadet Se- 
lection Board in the Board of Trade 
Building, Chicago. 

Other requirements state that ap- 
plicants must not reach their eigh- 
teenth birthday before January 1, 
1944, rank scholastically in the upper 
two-thirds of the male enrollment of 
their class and be recommended by 
their high school principal. 

The young men accepted through 
this program will not be called to ac-~ 
tive duty until after graduation.

»|stamps and bonds. 


“I am so glad to hear how well you 
are doing with bond sales in good 
“ole” Fort Wayne, but when you are 
put a bit nearer to the fight, you 
really realize what buying bonds is 
doing for the war. I have often wish- 
ed I could bring about eighty per cent 
of the U. S. who hardly realize we 
are in a war over here. If they could 
see how these men are giving their 
lives every day and every night and 
how the English people have been 
bombed and are still tormented every 
night, they would be more than wil- 
ling’ to give a few more dollars to 
the bond: drives. If they could just 
see the food rations the English 
folks must get along on, the real 
blackout instead of the dim out that 
New York has, they would soon see 
that fighting a war is not merely a 
bunch of boys being a long way from 
home ,and a few new ration cards. 

“You speak of these men taking 
The Northerner to these strange 
countries. The Northerner is a great 
little paper. I only wish I could be 
back waiting for it and the Legend 
like I did when I went to school. We 
used to really have a good time writ- 
ing columns for that paper. But, all 
in all, I guess I wouldn’t trade any- 
thing for the experience I am having 
now. It is a great thing to be seeing 
the world like I and many of my for- 
mer school mates are. Probably most 
of us would never have seen these 
places if it had not been for the war.

this nation under God shall have a 
new birth of freedom; that govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, for 
the people shall not perish from the 
earth....”

Reds Stave Off Late Scoring 
Spree To Edge Riley Of 
South Bend, 34 To 33 


Offensive Against Wildcats 
Is Led By Andrews 
And Buesching 








North Side managed to stave off a 
determined last minute rally by South 
Bend Riley to nose the Wildcats, 34 
to 33, and thereby gain an even 
break in two NIC games during the 
week-end. 

It was a tall, well-balanced Wildcat 
squad with plenty of speed, that made 
the trip here for this Conference 
game. It looked like a new team on 
the floor for the Redskins also, com- 
pared with the showing made against 
Laporte the previous night. 

After a close first quarter, in which 
the Redskins were able to match 
point for point, the Dorntemen 
forged into a lead and enjoyed an ad- 
vantage of two to four points in the 
second quarter and increased this to 
six points in the third and fourth pe- 
riods, but with three minutes to play, 
the Wildcats began a driving finish 
and closed the gap to within one 
point of North Side with a minute 
to go. Riley fired away at the hoop 
repeatedly in the last minute trying: 
to sink a shot that would put them 
out in front. 
failed and the Redskins registered 
their first conference victory. 

Andrews with 11, and Buesching 
with 10, sparked the Redskins while 
Schwartz and Husvar led the Riley 
scoring. 

The game was spirited throughout 
and for the first time this season the 
Redskins confined themselves to only 
twelve personals, while Riley had| 
fourteen called on them. North Side 
lost Vogel on fouls and Riley dropped 
Husvar in the same manner. 

One of the greatest improvements, 
besides the fact that the team regain- 
ed their shooting eyes, was the splen- 
did job done by Herm Buesching on 
rebounding. The lack of rebounding 
ability had held the Dorntemen back 
in their first two starts and, were it 
not for this fine showing by Buesch- 
ing, it is doubtful whether the Red- 
skins could have faced the Wildcat 
uprising without falling apart. 

The lack of a good defense again 
was a sore spot, however, as Riley 
worked in 67 shots, plenty of them 
in close, but failed to connect on 
more than 11 of them, The Redskins 
on the other hand were checked’ some- 
what by a good Riley defense and took 
only fifty shots to get their thirteen 
field goals. Riley, however, was hot 
at the charity line, connecting on 11 
of 16 attempts, with a perfect record | 
in five attempts during the first quar- 
ter and five of eight in the third. 
The Redskins connected on exactly 
half of their 16 attempts. 

The first quarter was played on very 
even terms, with North Side hitting 
on almost every shot attempted. The 
lead changed hands three times be- 
fore Riley regained the lead at 6 to 5. 
It looked like a foreshadow of doom 
as Husvar took the opening tip and 
dribbled under on a smoothly exe- 
cuted play to send Riley out in front. 
Hinga hit a free throw attempt and 
Laney cut into the towering Wildcat 
defense to lay one up that gave 
North Side a brief lead. Husvar fol- 
lowed immediately with a long shot 
from the left side of the court to put 
Riley out in front, 4 to 3. Vogel 
sent the Dorntemen ahead once more 
on a long shot from just in front of 
the center circle. Schwartz took the 
ball off the backboard and on a pivot 
shot sent the Purple ahead, 6 to 5. 
Swantz followed with a long shot and 
Schwartz hit on both of two free 
throws to give Riley their greatest 
lead, 10 to 5. 

Vogel tipped in the next score in 
a mad scramble under the Redskin 
basket, and Buesching made a one- 
hander from way behind the free 
throw line to pull North Side within 
one point of the Wildcats. Husvar 
added a free throw and Andrews 
took a pass and dribbled over half 
the length of the court to lay up a 
left-handed shot that tied the count 
at 11-all. Sauer and McDaniel each 
added a free throw, and Andrews 
cut fast from the left on a pass to 
again tie the score, as the first pe-| 
riod ended, 13-all. 

Schwartz connected on a set shot 
from well out to put Riley in the lead 
soon after the second quarter got un- 
der way. Vogel tied the count on a 
pivot shot from the foul line and And- 
rews gave the Redskins the lead for 
the first time since early in the first 
period as he hit on a shot taken deep; 
on the left side. The Dorntemen 
were never headed after this point 
and went on to a four-point lead at 
half-time, 21 to 17, with Buesching 
and Laney accounting for the rest of 
the Redskin scoring in the first half. 

The third period found each team 
adding seven points, as North side

Dorntemen Find Difficulty 
In Scoring As Laporte 
Gets 46 To 26 Count 


Belzowski Leads Invaders’ 
Attack With Twenty- 
Point Seoring Effort 





North Side, in a ragged game, in 
which the Dorntemen had consistent- 
ly bad luck in shooting, and Laporte 
seemed to get plenty of breaks, the 
Redskins were handed a 46-to-26 
shellacking at North Side in their 
first NIC start. The Redskins could 
connect on no better than about ten 
per cent of their shots, although the 
general average is around 25 per 
cent. 

Many fouls were called and errors 
made in a poor performance against 
a rangy Slicer squad, that centered 
around the scoring ability of Belzon- 
ski at forward. The Redskins lost 
three men via the foul route, Hinga, 
Buesching, and Laney, while Rucher 
of the visitors was lost in the final 
period for Laporte. 

Whether North Side was keying 
for the Riley game the following 
night or whether they just had one 
of those bad nights, that any team 
can run into, the fact remains that 
Laporte pointing for this, by means 
of their height and speed, took ad- 


All of these efforts; vantage of all the weaknesses in the 


Redskin’s ball-handling to run up a 
convincing score. Laporte lost to 
Washington of East Chicago, the fol- 
lowing night, 33 to 23. 

Andrews especially had a streak of 
bad luck, with the ball in and out 
of the basket on several occasions. 
Even those special left-handed hook 
shots had fate against him. Hinga 
was the only really bright spot in 
the scoring for the Dorntemen, with 
his four field goals and two free 
throws for a total of 10 points. Max 
Georgi, reserve guard, came through 
with two beautiful long shots late in 
the game, to give promise of some 
more good play to be counted’on in 
future games. 

Two of the chief faults to be 
found with the team as a whole, were 
the lack of rebounding skill and the 
failure to offer much in the way of a 
defense against Laporte. These are 
two of the outstanding difficulties 
and, if overeome, North Side may yet 
establish themselves as a_ strong 
quintet. 

Hinga opened the game with a long 
shot from deep on the left side of 
the court, after missing a free throw, 
to give North their only lead in the 
game. This lead proved to be short- 
lived as Radecki and Belzowski sent 
Laporte ahead 7 to 2 in an amazing- 
ly shot time. They were never again 
headed, although Hinga, Laney, and 
Vogel connected on four of five free 
throw attempts to pull within. one 
point of the Slicers, but Radecki and 
Belzowski again combined to send 
Laporte out in front 11 to 6 at the 
quarter. 

In scoring, the second period was 
a duplication in totals of the first. 
North Side added six and Laporte 
eleven in the second quarter. The 
Slivers took an eight-point lead as 
the period opened and the Redskins 
could do no better than to whittle 
this lead to five points at 17 to 12 
late in the quarter with Belzowski 
adding five points to make it 22 to 
12 at the half. 

The third quarter was played on 
somewhat closer terms, as each team 
added nine points to their total, and 
Laporte stayed ahead by from seven 
to twelve points all the way. Hinga 
sparked a late scoring spree by ad- 
ding five points on two long shots 
and a free throw, and the third pe- 
riod closed with the Slicers still out 
in front, 31 to 21. 

Laporte added six points to their 
total, before Georgi broke loose for 
two shots from way out and the 
Slicers led with about four minutes 
to go, 39 to 25.

North Side students differed on 
several points with the national re- 
sults of questionnaire published in 
The Northerner during the latter part 
of October. 

This poll is sent by the Institute of 
Student Opinion to all members in 
order to permit high school students 
to express their opinions on impor- 
tant national questions.

Scholarships are offered to fresh- 
men entering Harvard College to aid 
needy and deserving students in 
meeting their college expenses. Over 
one hundred scholarships are awarded 
each year to incoming freshmen in 
what is virtually an open competi- 
tion. 

The stipends of freshmen scholar- 
ships vary from $100 to $500 and oc- 
casionally more. The amount of the 
stipend is determined by the Commit- 
tee of Scholarships after careful con- 
sideration of the applicant’s financial 
need. 

The basis of selection for scholar- 
ship is made in accordance with the 
applicant’s record jin school; his 
scores on the admission examinations; 
the recommendations of his principal, 
teachers, and others concerning his 
strength of character and intellectual 
distinction; and his extra-curricular 
activities both in and outside of 
school. 

A freshman scholarship is ordinar- 
ily good for the first two terms and 
will automatically continue at the 
same rate for his third term, provided 
¢ |he makes an honor record in his first 
two terms. Scholars wishing scholar- 
ships beyond the third term will have 
to file a new application with the 
committee in order to receive con- 
sideration. 

A scholarship applicant takes no} 
examination other than those re- 
quired for admission.

Religion Will 
Be Subject Of 
New Classes 


Religious Training Is Offer- 
ed By. Church Group 
Committee 








Students Taking Instruc- 
tion Will Have Two Hours 
Off Weekly From School 





Week-day classes in _ religious 
training which will be offered to 
school children will be formed, it was 
decided at a recent meeting consist- 
ing of representatives of all church 
groups. Students taking this training 
will be excused from school two 
hours a week. 

The committee will have two rep- 
resentatives of associated churches, 
and two members of Lutheran, Cath- 
olic, and Jewish faiths. 

Dr. E. L. Shaver of Chicago, who 
is director of week-day education of 
the International Council for Relig- 
ious Education, was the principal 
speaker. 

The committee will be named in 
the near future to act with the paro- 
chial and public schools in the city. 
The program is hoped to start next 
fall. Each 6f the religious groups will 
conduct its own classes in the school 
or in a center near the school. This 
program was made possible in Indi- 
ana through a bill enacted by the 
state legislature last winter. 

Dr. Shaver pointed out that in oth- 
er cities throughout this country 57 
per cent of the classes were held in 
churches and over 40 per cent held in 
school. , 
Dr. Shayer addressed the first 
general meeting of the Associated 
Churches and told of a 10-point pro- 
gram outlining a suggested proced- 
ure to organize the classes

Off Go “War To Help 
The Copper Shortage: 





All over the world, British soldiers 
have been humming a song called, 
“I’ve Got Sixpence.” If you’ve been | 
humming it, too, you might stop for | 
a moment to see if you have six- 
pence. If you have six pennies—or six 
nickles or dimes—tucked away in a} 
glass jar or piggy bank, take the 
coins out and send them to war. 

According to Mrs. Nellie Tayloe 
Ross, Director of the Mint, every coin| 
drawn out of circulation must be re- 
vlaced so that trade may be carried 
on. That may mean taking precious | 
metals from the making of weapons | 
and ammunition for the making of 
new coins. Ultimately, our coin-hoard- | 
ing slows up the production of mili- 
tary equipment. 

The penny problem is especially | 
serious. About two years ago 1600} 
tons of copper were used to make one 
cent pieces. That metal would have 
met the copper requirements of 2) 
cruisers, 2 destroyers, 1245 flying, 
fortresses, 120 field guns and 120 
Howitzers. We cannot afford to again 
draw such quantities of copper from 
the manufacture of these tools of 
war. Metallurgists have been experi-} 
menting with salvaged copper. They 
recently announced they have per- 
fected methods of combining materi-| 
als from used shell cases with small 
amounts of new copper to make a! 
penny closely resembling the familiar | 
“red” cent. ‘ 

The new pennies won’t be in pro- 
duction until the beginning of 1944, 
however. We won’t have them for 
Christmas, the season when trade in- 
creases and coins are particularly im- 
portant for making change. So your} 
idle coins must come to the rescue 
now. P 

The Government does not want 
you to go out and squander your 
money in order to put it back in cir- 
culation. Mrs. Ross suggests that you 
keep on saving—but save the smart 
way. Take those hidden coins out and! 
buy War Stamps with them. That 
way, you'll be launching a personal | 
triple-threat against the Axis.

States offers $2,000 in cash prizes for} 
essay writing to boys and girls car- 
rying a regulation course of study in 
freshman, sophomore, junior, and 
senior classes in any high school in 
the United States or possessions. 

“Unity for Peace” is the assigned 
subject for the ninth annual nation- 
wide high school contest. The essay 
contest is one of the major American- 
ism programs of the VFW Auxiliary. 
Limited to 500 to 1,000 words, the 
essays must be the original work of 
the student. Affidavits to that effect 
will be required. Faculty advice, 
however, is permissable and partici- 
pating students may seek for inspira- 
tion and information in newspapers, 
magazines, and general literature. 

The Ladies Auxiliary to the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars believes that 
the ideal of the “Unity for Peace” de- 
serves the study and consideration of 
the American people—and especially 
the boys and girls of today who will 
control the destiny of the post-war 
world tomorrow. It is hoped this con- 
test will help provoke serious think- 
ing among young and old on those is- 
sues which will determine if the sac- 
rifices of this war will lead to the 
adoption of peaceful negotiations as 
an instrument of international rela- 
tions to the future. 

It is also hoped that this contest 
will stimulate constructive thinking 
and impassionate discussion of a sub- 
ject that is vital to the welfare of 
humanity and to the security of fu- 
ture generations of Americans. 

The contest seeks to acquaint the 
boys and girls of today with those 
fundamental truths which must form 
the foundations for an enduring peace 
in years to come.

Forty Millio Man Hours 
Are Lost Annually Due 
To Tuberculosis — 








Forty million man hours are lost 
every year due to tuberculosis. If 
these men were employed in war pro- 
duction, these days would be suffici- 
ent to build: 160 destroyers, 940 fly- 
ing fortresses, 8,000 combat planes, 
34,900 jeeps, or 550,000 thirty-caliber 
machine guns. This could have been 
prevented if the tuberculosis had been 
caught in time. 

When X-rayed, many unsuspected 
civilian cases of tuberculosis have 
been discovered. Among office and 
factory employees, about 13 cases of 
significant tuberculosis have come to 
light for each 1,000 who are X-rayed, 
and 90 per cent or more are new 
eases, not previously known. 

Many men have been rejected from 
the armed forces because the chest 
X-ray which is part of their induc- 
tion examination has shown tubercu- 
losis. About one man out of every 
hundred thus examined has been re- 
jected because of tuberculosis. This 
practice has reduced the tuberculosis 
in the armed forces, but it has in- 
creased the civilian problem. 


After ten million drafted men have | 


been X-rayed, about 90,000 or 100,000 
will return to local communities hav- 
ing been rejected because of tuber- 
culosis. At least 25,000 of them will 
need sanitorium care, Each commun- 
ity must be ready to deal with them. 

Tuberculosis breaks up the homes, 
separates husbands and wives, and 
parents and children. Wage earners 
are taken from their jobs, families are 
thrown on public support, orphans 
must be brought up. Public and pri- 
vate welfare and relief agencies must 
face and handle such situations. 

Adequate relief must be provided 
from public funds. Christmas seal 
funds are the “seed corn” not to be 
eaten, but sown wheer they bear 
fruit. Providing temporary relief does 
not get at the root of the relief 
problem.

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Optimistic Girl 
Asks “Is Chivalry 
Really Dead?” We Wonder 


We've all heard the old saying, “I guess chiv- 
alry is dead!” We laugh about it and go mer- 
rily on our way,-not even thinking just why we 
said it. ; 

But, is chivalry really dead? Well, not dead 
perhaps, but well on its dying way, I’m sure 
you will agree. Just how many times today has 
an occasion arisen when the little sentence 
springs to your mind? None? » Well, you are 
lucky, for most of us had so many occasions 
to think about it, that we just about gave up 
all hope. 

We have to stand on the busses and as if that 
isn’t hard enough, we have to keep our balance 
_as others push and shove. We have school doors 
slammed in our face as an impatient boy hastens 
to dash by us on his way to a locker. Others 
knock us down in their mad rush to make it to 
home room before the last bell rings. They step 
on our feet and knock our books in all directions 
as they prance around home room. You all know 
what I mean, the same ones that race in the 
halls and the cafeteria and the assemblies. 
You've seen them all and more. 

The question is not how bad our fellow stu- 
dents are, but rather why they are so bad and 
how can we make them improve. The fault does 
not lay wholly with the boys, for it is hard to 
be polite and gentlemanly around a bunch of 
pushing, giggling, talking girls. But the few 
boys who attempt to be chivalrous, do not al- 
ways have their efforts received in the best of 
manners or spirits. Therefore, there is no reason 
‘to sigh and quote the lines about chivalry being 
dead, when if in the presence of such a person, 
you laugh, joke, or disregard that person's val- 
orous attention. 

Chivalry is not only dead among the boys, to- 
ward the girls, but among both the boys and 
girls toward our teachers. Being very fluent 
in our criticism about their methods, ideas and 
privileges, we very seldom stretch our imagina- 
tions to-cover the possibility that teachers too 
are human and that they, like ourselves, make 
mistakes and errors and can only do their best. 

Therefore, in being hasty with our comments 
about chivalry being dead, let’s not limit our 
thoughts to others about us, but rather, ask our- 
selves, “How chivalrous am 1?” 





Punctuality Is 7 
Best Policy In Any Case 


Better late than never. This is all too true, 
but the very wording of the phrase anticipates 
the superlative... punctuality is best. It easily 
seems such an insignificant thing to lose a min- 
ute here or a minute there; but minutes make 
hours, hours make days, and days make time. 

Students seldom realize debtiment in human 
tardiness; however, if one stops to think of the 
speed-up of the educational program during the 
war, it shouldn’t be difficult to see the danger. 
Just a few minutes on the part of a few late 
pupils when multiplied by the number of stu- 
dents and teachers who lose minutes as a con- 
sequence soon mount into a great number of 
hours—hours lost—hours that are so valuable 
when more must be done in less time. 

Or analysis of the increasingly important 
work duties of students more clearly shows the 
evils of tardiness. A few minutes, mounting to 
a few hours and days and weeks of precious 
time when taken for the whole nation. _.insig- 
nificant is it? Then it is insignificant that there 
are just a few less bullets or grenades or guns 
or bombs or tanks or planes—it matters little 
that just a few less lads return from the war. 
But if one of those few is a sweetheart or broth- 
er or son—is it really so insignificant? 4 

Yes, many students know the evils of tardi- 
ness, but there is a far larger group that knows 
even better. The men and women in the service, 
many of them students like us but a few weeks 
ago, well know how detrimental it is to lose 
habits of punctuality. This bit of knowledge 
is impressed indelibly in their minds; and many 
of them have it engraved ‘under the guise of 
sears, or a limp, or a lost limb, or even a lost 
friend. Yes, any service man could teach us 
much in advantage of punctuality ; however, he 
would probably do so with pain of memories in 
his heart. i 

But our hearts and our spirits are as red and 
true as our fellows-in-arms. Can’t we do them 
as they have done. Let’s strike tardiness from 
the record—our record shall know only punc- 


tuality.

Paging Patriotic ‘Personalities 





Lt. Oscar Branson, first Fort 
Wayne officer to be assigned to the 
Troop Carrier Command which exe- 
cuted the brilliant American Army 
paratroopers exploits in the invasion 
of Sicily, is home on a 30-day leave 
after seventeen months of European 


service. During this time he has re- 


ceived many honors for valor in 
action. : 
A four-star hero, Branson’s trip 


home was made possible by his par- 
ticipation in the various Sicilian and 
Italian battles. 

“Lt. Branson was graduated from 
North Side High School in 1937, and 
later from Western State Michigan 
College at Kalamazoo, where he\also 
starred in track. 

Entering the United States Army 
Air Corps soon after his graduation, 
he was commissioned as a navigator 
at Mather Field, Calif., May 23, 
1942, and on the following day was 
assigned to the Troop Carrier Com- 
mand, which had just been organ- 
ized, 

In July, 1942, Lt. Branson went to 
England and in November, 1943, was 
assigned to the African War Theater. 
He was promoted to first lieutenant 
in December, 1942, and has seen con- 
tinuous active service until sent home 
on Teave. | 

Besides wearing the four stars for 
his many missions, the much-deco- 
rated air hero and former North Side 
track star also has been awarded the 
Air Medal and two Oak Leaf Clus- 
ters. 

Lt. Col. John Cerny, who command- 
ed the Sicilian mission, praised the 
men for their “unmatchable American 
skill and daring.” He declared, “Never 
have I seen such admirable discipline, 
devotion to duty, courage and intel- 
ligence on the parts of pilots and 
crews. The fact that we dropped our 
paratroopers in one and the same 
spot under extremely hazardous con- 


ditions is testimony to your work 
and a credit to the entire Northwest 
African Troop Carrier Command.” ~ 

After the completion of his leave 
here, Lt. Branson will report at 
Miami, Florida, for further service in 
the Army Air Forces. 





An interesting personality is Sgt. 
James R. Hutton, who was graduated 
from North Side in 1943. Jim entered 
the Army Air Force on February 19, 
1943. He was stationed at Fort Myers 
for two and a half months, and then 
sent to Backingham Air Field. He is 
classified as an Aerial Gunner Engi- 
neer, whose duty it is to oversee the 
ship. 

His position on the ship is in the 
top ball turret on a B-26. From this 
position, Jim controls the waist gun, 
which is the only gun on the ship 
which can cover a plane coming from 
almost any angle. 

Jim’s quiet manner seems unusual 
for a fellow who has seen a lot of 
action. Gunners and pilots are usual- 
ly pictured as reckless, devil-may- 
care individuals. During the inter- 
view a nose-bleed was one of the re- 
sults of the intensive training. Jim 
explained that this was caused from 
the high altitudes in which they often 
fly. Even though Jim is the gunner he 
raust know and have a fair ability for 
the other positions in the ship, such 
as navigator, pilot and tail gunner. 

Jim says that the intensive train- 
ing would be much easier if they were 
given more time for sleep. Food must 
also be watched closely, for there are 
many foods which may not be eaten 
before a flight because they cause air 
sickness.

Redskins Turn In Fine 
Game But Fail To Get 
Breaks In Last Quarter 





Andrews And Buesching 
Top Scoring Again 
For Dorntemen 





North Side’s Redskins fell before 
a fourth period Goshen rally at the 
latter’s home gymnasium during the 
holiday season in a Northern Indiana 
Conference game by the count of 38 
to 35. It was Goshen’s first win in 
the conference against two defeats. 

The game was very close through- 
out with Goshen holding a 10 to 9 ad- 
vantage at the end of the first pe- 
riod; it was tied at 16-all at the half, 
and North Side held a 29-to-27 mar- 
gin at the end of the third period, 

North Side was handicapped when 
Hinga fouled out in the second quar- 
ter. The Dorntemen actually dropped 
the decision at the charity toss line, 
where Goshen connected on 8 free 
throws to North’s 5, to gain the vic- 
tory since both teams garnered the 
same number of field goals, 15. 

Shortly after the final period open- 
ed Goshen put on a rally and jumped 
into a lead of 37 to 30. The Red- 
skins fought back with Buesching 
connecting on two quick field goals 
and Andrews hitting on a foul to 
make the score 37 to 35, but that was 
the end of the Redskins’ last scoring 
effort and in the last 50 seconds 
Goshen froze the ball. 

Andrews and Buesching were the 
offensive stars for the Redskins with 
13 and 11 points, respectively. Lloyd 
Vogel added six more points, but the 
combined efforts failed to outdistance ; 
Pfohl and Kauffman of Goshen who} 
shared top scoring honors for Goshen 
with 12 markers apiece and Lindhorn 
who ‘came through with 10 points. 

Chuck Todd saw his first varsity ac- 
tion this ‘season for the Redskins, and, 
although held scoreless, he turned in 
a fine game and showed promise of 
seeing future action. 

All of the Redskins played at top 
form, however, and, although the fi- 
nal score may not seem to indicate 
it, the North squad played a_ fine 
brand of ball and lost a heart-break- 
ing decision in a hard battle.

Many school children ask, “What is a juvenile delinquent?” When all this hell will be out of the 
Vincent Mazzola, M.D., stated in“a recent article, “A delinquent 





child is one who persistently engages in anti-social activities or in - 


behavior not socially accepted, and (1) who gets caught, (2) who 


lives in an area where the police and 
attendance officers are very alert, 
(3) who has parents who cannot cope 
with the child—or who do not want 
to cope with the child, (4) who comes 
from a section of the country where 
foster homes are scarce and institu- 
tions are available, or (5) who comes 
from a section of the country where 
social workers, teachers, attendance 
officers or parents are institutional 
conscious.” f 

Examples of juvenile delinquency 
are found even ‘around our own 
school. A foremost example is that of 
truancy. Why high school kids insist 
upon doing these things which lower 
their reputations, has so far remained 
unanswered by all authorities. Our 
school standard is definitely being 
lowered by non-participation in 
school activities. By this we mean 
participation in clubs, games, dances. 
Even school work itself is being sadly 
neglected. 

When this war is over, where will 
the students of today be? They will 
be needed to build up this world 
which is being so unmercifully de- 
stroyed. Most delinquents are 
students who are poor in self-respect. 
These are the ones who show little 
respect for parents, teachers, friends, 
and themselves. They spend their 
time after and during school hours in 
disrespectable places. 

There are plenty of respectable 
places in Fort Wayne where we can 
have fun — good, clean, wholesome 
fun. You, as well as your friends, 
know which these are.

Future Cadets To Be Tested 
At Indiana Tech On 
January 21-22 


Editors note: This is a condensa- 
tion of a government pamphlet. 

’ Of much interest to boys of seven- 
teen or eighteen years, is the an- 
nouncement that Naval Aviation Ca- 
det aptitude and physical examina- 
tion tests will be given at Indiana 
Technical College, January 21-22. 

The Navy Air Corps has set a 
quota for the voluntary enlistment of 
young men who are seventeen or 
eighteen years of age and who have 
been graduated from high school, or 
will be graduated by March 1, 1944. 

Those boys who can apply must be 
in one of the following groups: (1) 
Seventeen-year-olds who will be grad- 
uated from high school by June 30, 
1944, providing their eighteenth birth- 
day is on or after January 1, 1944. 
(2) Eighteen-year-olds in their last 
semester of high school. (3) Seven- 
teen-twenty-six-year-olds who are al- 
ready graduated from high school. 
All applicants must rank scholasti- 
cally in the upper two-thirds of the 
male enrollment of their class. 

All boys who qualify will be sent 
to Chicago, at Navy expense, for the 
final examination and enlistment. The 
candidates who will still be in high 
school and will graduate by March 1, 
1944, will be permitted to complete 
their high school training.

In order to brgaden the scope of its 
leadership in the critical field of 
technical training, Purdue Univer- 
sity established the Division of Tech- 
nical Institutes. For the specific pur- 
pose of meeting the present-day di 
mand for skillfully trained and indi- 
vidually competent technical person- 
nel in industry, Purdue has estab- 
lished an off-campus educational pro- 
gram which offers industrial em- 
ployees specific instruction beyond 
the high school level. Open to all 
high school graduates and industrial 
employees: who can meet admission re- 
quirements, the Division of Technical 
Institutes of Fort Wayne offers the 
opportunity to gain an education of 
the Technical Institute type and to 
work at the same time.

The final selections will be made 
on the basis of educational back- 
ground, practical experience, and the

A letter from First Sgt. Walter 
(Buster) Porter, which was written 
on board ship en route to Italy, 
proves the point. Though he is un- 
known to the students of North Side 
High School, he is the average sol- 
dier and has a message which we all 
should read. It isn’t a letter of 
gripes; it is a letter of facts, stated 
jn a manner which is simple and real. 

Read it, North Side, and be thank- 


ful. Thankful that we have men and) 


women who are willing to sacrifice 
for us. There is a story of thanks- 
giving written between the lines. 

“Have seen a lot of water and land 
since I left home, and I hope to live 
to see it all again. Was in North Af-} 
rica for awhile, but at present I’m on 
board ship headed to a port unknown 
by me and if I did know I couldn’t 
téllice = - 

“From what I saw of North Africa 
it was one hell of a place and I’m 
really glad to be leaving it. The peo- 
ple there were very filthy and poor, 
but they never had more than they 
have now. All I saw growing there 
was grapes. 

“The people at home think they 
are rationed, but they don’t even 
know what rationing is yet. We are 
rationed on everything except the 
air we breathe and ammunition. The 
last time we got cigarettes we got 
five packages to last us two weeks, 
and as to choosing your own brand— 
that’s a laugh! We get two razor 
blades a week, and there were two 
weeks that we didn’t get any, but just 
the same we are supposed to shave 
every day and try to look like a sol- 
dier, With one bar of soap a week we 
are supposed to keep ourselves clean 
and our clothes clean, Stationery is 
scarce and we are also rationed on 
toilet paper. We get a little candy 
and gum, but it isn’t enough to talk 
about. They didn’t have ice cream, 
cold drinks, ete., in North Africa, but 
I hope the place we are going is much 
better. . 

“You have probably seen in the 
movies and read in the papers about 
the dehydrated food for the boys 
overseas. I don’t think there is a way 
of explaining how it tastes, and if it 
weren't for the label on the outside of 
the can, we wouldn’t even know what 
it. was. We get some fresh meats and 
food but we could use a lot_more. I 
don’t want you to think that we are 
starving, because we aren’t, and 
neither are people at home. But when 
you hear some people griping about 
the things they don’t get and when 
they say the army gets it all, just tell 
them that I said we would be tickled 
to death if we could get a cold drink 
of water. 

“J haven’t seen any of this war yet, 
but hope to soon, and what hard- 
‘ships we’ve seen so far are nothing 
to what we will see. When, and if I 
get home, God help the draft dodger 
or defense worker I ever hear com- 
plaining about the hard time he had 
during the war. 

“We boys aren’t complaining or 
griping and our morale is very high, 
but when you hear some of the people 
who don’t have sons or loved ones in 
the Army, griping and complaining, 
you have something now to tell them 
that isn’t just hearsay. 

“My kid brother is in England. Had 
a letter from him and he is OK—ex- 
cuse the writing; will blame it on the 
rocking ship. 4

Because more persons are riding to 
school, due to the shortage of auto 
tires, the following rules have been 


formulated by the Fort Wayne Police } 


Department, to reduce accidents 
a minimum. 

‘Students may obtain bicycle per- 
mits through home room teachers. 
These must be signed by the parents 
and then returned to school in order 
to gain permission to ride a bicycle 
to school, ee 

The bicycle rules follow: < 
F There shall be only one person rid- 
ing on a bicycle on the regular seat 
that is attached to the bicycle. 

No bicycle shall carry more per- 
sons at one time than the number 
for which it is’ designed. 

No rider shall attach himself or 


to 





street or on any roadway. 

No rider shall carry a package 
which might hinder or otherwise pre- 
vent him from keeping both hands on 
the handlebars. 

If the bicycle does not have a bell 
or other device that is audible for 
100 yards, this bicycle shall not be 
j ridden until it is so equipped.

Cyclists shall ride no more than 
two abreast except on roadways and 
paths assigned to cyclists for ex- 
elusive use. 

Any bicycle that is to be ridden 
one-half hour after sunset and one- 
half hour before sunrise shall be 
equipped with a headlight visible for 
500 feet to the front and a taillight 
| visible for 500 feet to the rear, except 
that a red reflector meeting the re- 
quirements of this act may be used 
in place of a rear light. ® 

Traffic and hand signals shall be 
observed by all bicycle riders.

Italy According To In- 
teresting Letter 








Private Tom Suedhoff, a North 
Side graduate, who joined the Fifth 
Army after only thirteen weeks of 
training, is in a rest zone for a week 
to ten days. 

In a letter to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs, Carl J. Suedhoff, 1922 Forest 
Park Boulevard, Pvt. Suedhoff said 
that during a time of four weeks 
fighting the men never took off their 
clothes or bathed. He said the physi- 
cal strain was terrific. 

The letter in part said, “Forget 
about the glorified fighting you have 
seen in the movies. Forget about gal- 
lant charges by handsome, pictures- 
que soldiers. This is not that kind of 
a war. A battle is a long, slow pro- 
cess, And the picture you want to get 
is that of plugging, filthy, hungry, 
utterly weary young men straggling 
half dazed and still beating the Ger- 
mans, and hanging on against the 
enemy counter attacks. 

“No mud could be deeper or stick- 
ier than what they have in Italy. 
You have seen it pictured in the 
newspapers and films. On flat ground 
it is well over your ankles, But on 
a climb you slide, slip, fall all over’ 
yourself and get covered with it from 
head to foot. Every trail you follow is 


|a slimy mess of mud. We all hope the 


war will end soon, even though we 
are going slowly in this theater. I 
am still well and hope that I can stay 
that way. God bless all of you.” 
Private Suedhoff, stationed with an 
infantry unit, was graduated with a 
Bachelor of Economics degree from 
the Wharton School of Finance, Uni- 
Carl J.

Blood Donor Center Provides &xcellent Opportunity To Those 
~cAt Home To Show Appreciation, Patriotism By Real Sacrifice 


With the aneeetor of the Fourth 
War Loan, individual patriotism is 
roused anew. We begin again to look 
about us to find something to do to 
aid this magnificent war effort. 

It’s an accepted fact that lending 
our money to the government really 
isn’t the limit of our ability to get 
into the fight for freedom. No, in- 
deed, there’s sacrifice. Real sacri- 
fice. Lending your money is a very 
important momentary  sacrifice—one 
which pays back a material return. 

But there are other sacrifices, 
which, though they do not better us 
materially, truly give back a personal, 
glorious, and patriotic .satisfaction— 
a pricéless return, 

One of these latter sacrifices is 
death. Death in a bleak, battle-torn, 
unfriendly No-Man’s Land millions of 
miles from happiness, cheer, love, and 
the comforts of home. Out there 


surrounded by your dead and wound- 
ed buddies, the life slowly seeping’ out 
of your body...There is no greater 
glory. But it isn’t a very pleasant 
thought, is it? And perhaps it could 
have been prevented. . 

Here at home, for those of us who 
are pretty well sheltered from the 
horrors of war, there are hundreds 
of things we can do to help—even to 
save the lives of our loved ones who 
are out there giving their “last full 
measure of devotion”.... 

One of the easiest and best things 
we can do is donate blood. Perhaps 
you would like to know something 
about our center. 

The Fort Wayne Blood Donor Cen- 
ter, located at the Elks Lodge, 222 
West Berry Street, was started in 
June, 1943. Our center represents 
the first time that mobile units were 
detailed beyond the 90-mile zone. Or- 


dinarily, each center must be within 
ninety miles of the processing (cen- 
ter), which, in our case, is Indianap- 
olis. However, special arrangements 
were made so that units could be 
sent here. 

Our center usually operates during 
the last full week of each month. 
The quota for each of these periods 


is a minimum of 900 pints, and aj 


maximum of 1,000 pints. At the time 
of operation, two mobile units are 
sent from Indianapolis, one arriving 
on Monday and returning on Wednes- 
day, the other arriving on Thursday 
and returning on Saturday. 

Each of these units has a person- 
nel of one doctor, six nurses, a vol- 
unteer Motor Corps member, from 
Indianapolis, and a blood custodian 
who has charge of all the equipment, 
pre-cooling the blood in dry ice, and 
packing it in containers and chipped 


ice, The doctor is always an Army 
or Navy doctor who has been as- 
‘signed by the government to the Red 
Cross Unit. 

The mobile units bring all their 
equipment. It comes in a huge truck 
which is about three times the size 
of an Army ambulance. The local 
chapter supplies either Boy Scouts, 
Red Cross volunteers, or city fire- 
men, to help with the unloading. 

Nearly two hundred volunteer 
workers from the Fort Wayne Chap- 
ter beside the eighteen members of 
the mobile unit are needed to staff 


| the center for one week.

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Grammar Used 
By Present Day Pupils 
Is Worse Than Deplorable 


High school students have a noticeable lack of 
knowledge concerning the basic fundamentals 
of English grammar. We notice that the major- 
ity of pupils dislike English more than any other 
subject. 

In scanning articles written by high school 
students and selected at random, the number of 
punctuation, spelling, and grammatical errors 
found would amaze anyone. Why is this neces- 
sary? 

The intelligent student acknowledges his need, 
and sincerely wishes to overcome his “handi- 


cap,” but how can he be expected to do it when | 


there are no opportunities offered him. 

Before being graduated from high school all 
students should be required to take a course of 
intensified study covering grammar, punctua- 
tion, and spelling. These classes should be or-~ 
ganized to teach the average student, not to 
bring out the brilliance of just a few. It is the 
C, and even the B student, who should demand 
and get the interest of the teacher, not the A 
students to whom teachers give attention. 

We do not advocate the banishment of cul- 
tural literature from the classroom. The manu- 
scripts of all great writers, such as Shakespeare, 
Milton, or Bunyan instill in the students an ap- 
preciation of the beauty and magnificence of 
writing. But we do advocate a little less litera- 
ture and more grammar. 


Take Pride 
In Your School; 
Help To Keep It Nice 


North Side’s building and lawn have always 
been a source of pride to its students and teach- 
ers. This is due primarily to the architect who 
designed the building and secondly to the-cus- 
todians and others who have been responsible 
for its upkeep.

It is that 
kind of person who is responsible for the acts of 
villainy which detract from the beauty of the 
school. : 

Are you proud of your school? If so, keep it 
looking nice so that others can be proud, too.

He organized a little 
band of Virginia sharpshooters, long 
before the United States of America 
was thought of as a nation. These are 
the men who stood between the proud 
British Regulars and the French and 
Indians in that famous ambush which 
has come down through history as 
Braddock’s defeat. 


Later, when George Washington 
had become General Washington and 
was placed in command of the Amer- 
ican troops surrounding the British 
in Boston, his greatest concern was to 
secure from Virginia, Kentucky, and 
Pennsylvania, troops skilled in the 
handling of the famed old Kentucky 
long rifle. General Washington was a 
rifleman at heart and from personal 
experience knew that a few good rifle- 
men were worth more to his army 
than whole regiments of smoothbore 
musket shooters that had been reared 
along the eastern seaboard and were 
then camping on the heights sur- 
rounding the British in Boston.

One of the greatest time wasters is 


the hundreds to these teachers. These 
pennies must be counted and recount- 
ed to make certain of their number.

Mr. Gordy would like us to remem- 
ber that supplies should be obtained 
from the central office, not from the 
individual teachers. This is most im- 
portant. A great amount of time is 
lost when they are forced to stop 
and get supplies. 

Mr. Pennington called our atten- 
tion to the fact that North Side is 
receiving double credit for the amount 
of stamps and bonds which we buy.

Captain William R. Sefton and Lt. 
(jg) G. Clifton Sefton, graduates of 
North Side High School and sons of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jay F. Sefton, are vis- 
iting their parents’ home at 1404 
Dodge Avenue on extended leaves. 

Flying an A-36 Invader Dive 
Bomber, Capt. Sefton has participated 
in eighty missions in the Mediterran- 
ean, including raids on Pontellerra 
Island, the Messina Straits near Sici- 
ly, and Sibari on the arch of the 
south Italian seacoast. While flying 
along the coast of Sicily, Capt. Sefton 
straffed three small beats, seriously 
damaging them. One time while he 
was straffing some trucks, he almost 
hit a tree with one of his wings, but 
pulled up just in time. Capt. Sefton 
was formerly a P-40 pursuit pilot, 
but since going overseas has changed 
to the dive bomber. He was commis- 
sioned December 11, 1942 at Foster 
Field. Before entering the service he 
was a member of the State Guard and 
had a private pilot’s license. 

His brother, Lt. Sefton, a naval 
flyer, is home recuperating from an 
arm injury received in parachuting 
from a navy plane in a crash near 
Knoxville, Tennessee. Lt. Sefton 
landed in a field, and his plane landed 
in a nearby woods. He stopped at a 
farm house, his arm hanging at his 
side; a farmer approached, The farm- 
er said he had been looking all over 
for a flyer who had parachuted from 
a plane, and that he couldn’t find the 
flyer any place, The farmer turned to 
leave and then it dawned on him that 
he had been talking to the flyer. He 
turned around, pointed his finger at 
Lt. Sefton and said, “You.” 

Lt. Sefton was commissioned at 
Pensacola, Florida, in May, 1942, 
Since then he has been flying various 
types of naval aircraft, and, for the 
last three months, has been stationed

Dorntemen Are Unable To 
Rally Against Adams; 
Lose 28 To 25 





North Side broke even in two con- 
tests last week-end by knocking Cen- 
tral’s prestige to a new low in an 
upset win, 33 to 31, and apparently 
too tired for the South Bend John 
Adams contest the following evening, 
by being nosed out, 28 to 25. 

It was a well-earned and _hard- 
fought victory for the Redskins. 
After a very slow start, in which the 
Dorntemen failed to score before the 
Tigers had shot into a 6 to 0 mark on 
two one-handers by Armstrong, and 
a.pivot shot by Mendenhall, the Red- 
skins closed the gap to 8 to 6, two 
points behind in the middle of the 
first period. 

The last half of this quarter found 
the Tigers advancing to a 11 to 6 
mark at the close of the first eight 
minutes. Armstrong accounted for 
eight points for the Blue and White 
during the first quarter, more than 
the entire Redskin total. North's 
scoring came on three shots from 
well out by Vogel, Hinga, and And- 
rews. 

Second period play found the Red 
and White with the same lineup that 
has played together much of the sea- 
son and they clicked well to score 
seven points, while Central was held 
scoreless for over six minutes. It was 
the sparkling play, in rebounding 
and shooting, by Bill Laney that 
sparked the second quarter turning 
stage of the game. Laney accounted 
for five points in the second quarter 
which alone matched the Tiger total. 

After leading 15 to 11, the Blue 
and White closed the gap to a 17-to-16 
halftime score, and the half closed 
with a desperate struggle under the 
Central basket for control of the 
ball. 


In the third quarter, North scored 


first, and then managed to remain 
from two to five points ahead during 
the entire period. The start of the 
final period found Central still very 
much in the game, trailing, 27 to 25. 
North Side’s ten points came on two 
field goals by Andrews, a fielder and 
two charity tosses by Laney, and a 
tip-in by Bill Hinga, while Central’s 
scoring was well-divided. 

The final period was one of the most 
thrilling ever played on the northern 
court. At the start of the last quar- 
ter, Louie Andrews hit on a one- 
hand push shot from the left side 
and again on a left-hander, as he cut 
around from the right to give the 
Red a six-point lead, 31 to 25. Arm- 
strong tipped in a rebound effort with 
five minutes to go, but Mendenhall 
fouled Hinga, who calmly sank the 
two free throws, which proved to be 
the margin of victory. 

Mendenhall connected on a _ long 
one-hander and Armstrong tipped in 
another shot, as Coach Mendenhall’s 
squad pulled to a 33 to 31 deficit with 
two minutes of play remaining. Time 
expired without further scoring; how- 
ever, the final two minutes of play 
were furious, with the Tigers at- 
tempting to send the game into over- 
time. North Side controlled the ball 
until the last few seconds with Biggs’ 
scoring fruitlessly just after the final 
gun. 

For North, the big guns were And- 
rews, Laney, and Hinga with 12, 9, 
and 8 points. respectively. Arm- 
strong was the high scorer ‘in the 
game with 14 markers and Menden- 
hall added 8 for Central. 

It was the first hardwood win for 
the Redskins this season in the city 
series and spoiled chances of Cen-

Mitropoulos, conductor of the Minne- 
apolis Symphony Orchestra, after,his 
concert given on January 31. After 
hearing his dynamic performance of 
some of the world’s greatest music, 
this statement can be more easily un- 
derstood. He is possessed of an extra- 
ordinary memory which enables him 
to-direct without a score at rehearsal 
and in concert. Thus he can devote his 
entire attention to the orchestra, 
transmitting his intense musical feel- 
ing to the audience. : 

Mr. Mitropoulos was born in Ath- 
ens, Greece. His father was the son 
of a monk and two of his uncles were 
monks. At the age of fourteen he 
entered the Conservatory of Athens, 
studying there six years. He intended 
to become a monk, but the Greek Or- 
thodox Religion forbids the use of 





them up. He then joined the army 
when Greece was at war with Bul- 
garia. He was made a drummer in 
the army band. After the war and 
graduation from the University of 
Athens in 1919, the young musician 
went to study in Western Europe on 
scholarships, one arranged by the fa- 
mous French composer, Camille 
Saint-Saens. Saint-Saens arranged 
for him to study in Berlin under the 
eminent pianist-composer, Ferrucio 
Busoni. It was in Berlin that he had 
his first experience in conducting an 
orchestra. Later he played in England 
and also made a tour of Italy. His 
American debut was made in 1936, as 
guest conductor of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra. He came at the in- 
vitation of Serge Koussevitsky. That 
season he was invited to go to Minne-

apolis, where he has been ever since. 
Mr. Mitropoulos has been playing on 
the concert stage for about twenty- 
five years. 

Minneapolis hostesses leave him in 
peace, since Mitropoulos asked them 
point blank whether they wanted a 
perfect musician or society man, “if 
they wanted an agreeable entertain- 
ing conductor and bad music. They 
agreed with me and they never bother 
me.” 

The question of nationalism does 
not trouble him when he is making up 
his programs. “I don’t believe in mak- 
ing Russian music. I don’t think Bee- 
thoven thought of German music. 
Music is almost universal. French, 
Italians, Germans never tried to take 
national themes. They composed as 
they did because they had French, 
Italian, and German mentalities. 
Rachmaninoff still composes Russian

music because it is in his blood. So 
why not compose here with an Amer- 
ican mentality?” 

A conductor’s hardest task is de- 
ciding what kind of authority to use, 
said Mr. Mitropolous. “You can be a 
dictator or president of a Republic, 
and.you can get good results both 
ways. I treat my musicians like col- 
leagues.” (At the first rehearsal of 
the Philharmonic he delighted the 101 
members by naming most of them 
from memory.) 

A “New Yorker” interviewer found 
Mitropoulos “slender, peaceful-look- 
ing and bald. He has the solemnity of 
a monk.” He allows himself practical- 
ly no social life, and never goes out 
after a concert. “His vigorous style, 
which involves great arm-wating and 
body action, so exhausts him that he

cAcclaimed Our Best Inventor 


Most people know that February is the month of birthday an- 
niversaries of many famous people, yet few know that the inven- 
tor of some of our most essential inventions was born today. 
Ninety-seven years ago, Thomas Alva Edison was born in the 


small town of Milan, Ohio. His child- 
hood was spent in Michigan, where he 
spent hours reading and making 
minor inventions. He published his 
own paper at the age of fifteen in an 
old freight car. 

For saving the life of a station 
master, he was taught telegraphy 
and employed at the Mt. Clemens 
telegraph office. Although a brilliant 
and rapid operator, he was dismissed 
for disregarding rules of the office. 
It was while he was employed here, 
however, that he made his first im- 
portant invention, a repeating inven- 
tion for transmitting messages auto- 
matically without the presence of an 
operator. - 

Edison went to the east from this 
position and because of his skill and 
rapidity, was immediately employed. 
Here he invented’ a vote recorder, 
which was termed a failure because 
of its impractibility. After this, Edi- 
son always examined carefully the 
necessity for an invention before he 
reduced it to practice. Here lay the 
secret of his success. 

While employed in Boston, Edison 
devised a stock quotation printer and 
greatly improved the apparatus of 
the Gold and Stock Telephone Com- 
pany where he was employed. Valu- 
able inventions of stock printing and 
other telegraphic appliances were 
sold for enough to finance a labora- 
tory of his own. 

The remaining days of Edison’s 
life were devoted almost entirely to 
inventions in his own -laboratory. 
These include the automatic tele- 
graph system, which increased speed 
and range of action, and the quadru- 
plex, which was an expansion on a 
former invention. The phonograph 
and its various improvements, and

It isn’t 
just a product of the imagination 
with her. It is the truth; the inside 
dope from people she knows and from 
those with whom she works. She is 
the one who writes the death column 
of the boys killed in action. So, you 
see, I don’t think she’d take “No” for 
an answer. She volunteered for this 
job of canvassing for the Fourth-War 
Loan, and she’s out to do her job. 

Six months ago she was a nurse in 
North Africa. The Germans bombed 
the hospital base. She still walks with 
a slight limp—but she wants to go 
back. 

She didn’t mind not being able to 
buy the pretty clothes we see in the 
store windows; she wore a fatigue 
outfit—two sizes too large. She cut 
her hair short because she didn’t have 
time to curl it, or the pins to keep the 
curls in place. She didn’t see a lip- 
stick for six months. She’s a woman 
...but she lived like a man. _ 

Hundreds of boys died in her arms. 
One night it was the boy from next 
door back home. She never forgot the 
shock...hardened as she became to 
death.

War Securities Since Sep-

South Side High School has pur- 
chased the greatest amount in War 
Bonds and Stamps of any school in 
Allen County and perhaps the whole 
state of Indiana, with a grand total 
of $584,513.20. Of this amount, 
$95,186.10 was bought by Archers 
during weekly sales since last Sep- 
tember.

Defeats Harlan

“Small but mighty” can be applied 
to Lafayette as a school as well as to 
the student body. The school is a two 
story building with 14 rooms and a 
cheese-box gym, and the student body 
numbers an even hundred. 

The school is located about six miles 
southwest of Baer Field. It does not 
have any settlement aYound it, as is 
explained by the fact that it is lo- 
{cated exactly in the middle of the 
| township, three miles from each bor- 
der. 

The main handicap of the school is 
an inadequate gym. The one located 
at the back of the building is far too 
small, so the team has to have one 
“big” practice a week at Union Cen- 
ter, where they play most of their 
games. When the games can’t be 
scheduled there, “Nigeek are played at 
Ossian. 

_ The school Hae is a brick building 
built in 1922. As one enters, he sees a 
double stairway leading to the prin- 
‘cipal’s office on the second floor. The 
halls on the first and second floors, 
run parallel to the staircases. A small 
auditorium is located at the east énd 
on the second floor. 

The teaching staff consists of ten 
teachers, six of whom teach high 
school. The school is further handi- 
capped by being unable to secure a 
sho pand_agriculture teacher. 

The pupils are brought to and from 
school by a staff of seven school bus- 
ses.

Harlan’s Hawks, coached by D. 
Burnel Klopfenstein, have had a fair- 
ly tough season, losing eleven of their 
games. However, Harlan has begun 
to hit lately, and has won six out of 
its last nine games. On Friday, Feb. 
4, the Hawks swooped down on the 
Huntertown Wildcats, one of the 
toughest teams in the county, and 
trounced them, 47 to 41. This is defin- 
ite proof that the Hawks are coming 
into their own. 

Harlan started the season by drop- 
ping a hard fought battle to Spencer- 
ville, 30 to 28..Then Woodburn took a 
close contest, 38 to 34. After another 
defeat, this time at the hands of the 
Junior Cadets from Concordia, 58 to 
30, Harlan defeated St. Joe, 38 to 27, 
for its first win of the season. Leo’s 
Lions then trounced the Harlan 
Hawks, 74 to 44. Hoagland beat them, 
42 to 38. Then the Woodburn War- 
riors handed them their sixth defeat, 
41 to 38. Huntertown emerged vic- 
torious 46 to 21, and Monroeville 
trounced the Hawks, 56 to 21, to make 
their season record eight losses and 
one victory. 

In their next game Harlan defeated 
the Alumni 30 to 27, and, with the 
return 6f Bill Love to the lineup, be- 
gan to click. Leo beat them again 46 
to 33, but the persistent Hawks 
bounced back to beat Hoagland, 43 to 
27, and Spencerville, 41 to 24. Hicks- 
ville handed the Hawks their tenth 
defeat, 39 to 35, just before the coun- 
ty tournament, 

In the Allen County Tournament, 
the Hawks drew the tough Hunter- 
town Wildcats for their first game, 
and were defeated, after putting up a 
stiff battle, 32 to 26. 

The Hawks then came back and 
again defeated St. Joe, this time 37 
to 34, and then defeated Huntertown, 
47 to 21. 

The Hawks have had hard luck this 
year, in more ways than one. In the 
first place, there are only four boys in 
this year’s senior class. All of them 
are on the team. However, Bill Love, 
ace sharpshooter for the Hawks, was 
ineligible for the first half because of 
low grades, leaving only three eligible 
seniors to carry the load. Harlan has 
a small gym and consequently has to 
play most of its games on New Ha- 
ven’s court. 

Prospects for next year are bright, 
and Coach Klopfenstein says that next 
year will be the year for Harlan. 

He says, however, that in view of 
the fact that the Hawks are staging 
a comeback and are in fine shape, it 
will take a tough team to drop them 
from this year’s sectional.

With Harlan’s team on the upward 
trend in power, they'll bear watching 
in'the tourney. 

So, hats off to Harlan, that small 
pillared school of up and coming 
might.

Last week the A. P. carried on a nation-wide poll to determine 


the greatest sports achievement 


of all time. After due considera- 


tion was given to every prospective candidate, Bobby Jones, golfer 
extraordinary of a decade ago, was chosen. 


Bobby was chosen for his outstand-® 


ing feat of winning four major tour- 
naments consecutively. 

Jones was a mere amateur, when 
he captured the British Open, the 
British Amateur, the U. S. Open, and 
the U. S. Amateur meets. This feat 
had never been accomplished before 
and it appears as if no one would 
equal it in the future.

Complaints from riders among the 
traveling public have been emphasiz- 
ing the following misdemeanors of 
high school bus riders. 


Needless riding. We students at 
North Side do not need to ride the 
buses when it is not necessary, es- 
pecially at peak or rush hours. 
We should have consideration for 
those who must ride. 

J Vandalism. Another thing that 

is not considerate is the destruc- 

tion of property. 

Horseplay. On transit vehicles, 
this has possibilities of discomfort 
or of injury to the pupils partici- 
pating or to other riders. 

There are several logical reasons 
for such complaints. The chief one, 
however, is that it is harmful to the 
general war efforts of the entire com- 
munity. The capacity of the transit 
system is limited because of the lack 
of needed equipment and of man- 
power; the loads carried have in- 
creased tremendously because of war 
work and restrictions on the use of 
private autos; therefore, war workers 
are late on the job many times if 
they are crowded off special buses 
by students. 

The effect of vandalism is bad be- 
cause companies are unable to get im- 
portant repairs made. Furthermore, 
the public blames the entire school 
body for such’ misdeeds. 

The effects of horseplay may result 
in the serious injury of pupils or of 
others involved. It causes annoy- 
ance and consequently brings us the 
ill-will of the public. 

Are all school pupils guilty of one 
or more of these complaints? Cer- 
tainly not! A small percentage of 
the school pupils in Fort Wayne are 
actually involved in the practices 
condemned by the general riding 
public. 

What can be done by the great ma- 
jority whose reputation for good be- 
havior is menaced by a few? Can 
school pupils cooperate and act for 
the best interests of the general pub- 
lic in this time of emergency? 

Can you be the ones to find the 
answer to these questions, North 
Side?

English Schools cAt War © 





What Is Happening In English 
Schools-At-War 

Children of school age are much the 
same in democratic countries» the 
world over in their enthusiasm, in- 
itiative, and willingness to serve in 
the war effort. English and Canadian 
boys and girls, like their American 
cousins, have taken a prominent part 
in the work of saving, salvage, food 
production, conservation, air-raid pro- 
tection, and war production. 

Thirty-two million pounds have 
been saved by. English school chil- 
dren through their national savings 
groups, the savings system for small 
investors in England. 

Savings groups, taking in both 
adults and children, are organized in 
English neighborhoods, factories, and 
clubs, or schools with an honorary 
secretary who buys savings stamps 
and certificates, sells them to the 
members of the group, and keeps the 
accounts. By April 1943, three million 
English and Welsh school children 
were members of savings groups. — 

One 15-year-old London school girl 
sold 8,000 pounds to her savings group 
in a year. 

Some English schools have projects 
such as a model post office where say- 
ings business is carried on by the chil- 
dren themselves. 

During the special drives which are | 
a feature of the British savings plan! 
(just as they are of the American 
War Savings program) most schools 
set a savings “target”—“quota” to us. 
One girls’ school, which was bombed 
out of seven different buildings, aimed 
at 1,000 pounds and sold over 8,000 
pounds during one drive. 


Usually during these drives the]. 


target is given as a piece of military 
equipment corresponding to our jeep 
and plane campaigns. One English 
school has a target of a 120 pound 
wireless set for a Spitfire, but by the 
end of the week had collected enough 
for a whole Spitfire! 

Local exhibits were held of English | 
School Savings posters made by the 
students themselves. The best of these 
were assembled in a national exhibi- 
tion and were finally sent for display 
in the United States as a part of the 
War savings program here. 

Simultaneously American schools 
were preparing scrapbook reports of 
their war savings activities. After lo- 
cal displays a national exhibit of 
scrapbooks are on their way to Eng- 
land for a traveling exhibit to British 
teachers and students who will thus 
gain a better idea of American life 
and our part of the war.

To Back Armed Forces 


During Drive Last Year 
North Side’s Contribu-

Junior Red Cross of North Side, 
under the direction of Miss Judith 
Bowen, obtained $544.56 for the Na- 
tional Red Cross War Fund Drive 
held Thursday morning during a 
lengthened home room period. The 
goal set for North Side was between 
four and five hundred dollars.

This War Fund Drive is being car- 
ried on in all the city schools. The 
Red Cross is in need of funds to 
carry on the great work which it is 
doing for members of our armed 
forces, and for its work on the home 
front. Last year services rendered 
by the Red Cross to the armed forces 
totaling $82,500,000, include hospital 
and convalescent service; home serv- 
ice for the able-bodied and hospital- 
ized men and their families.

Farmers, craftsmen, and 
merchants joined_up to be ready for 
any emergency “at a minute’s notice.” 

The Minute Men earned their first 
fame in 1775, when they sprang to 
arms at the call of Paul Revere. 

Emerson’s “Concord Hymn” pays 
well-known tribute to the Minute 
Man: 

By the rude bridge that arched the

Their flag to April’s breeze unfurled; 
Here once the embattled farmers stood 
And fired the shot heard round the

This poem is read and memorized 
in many classes where students early 
learn to appreciate the “spirit that 
made those heroes dare to die and 
leave their children free.”

‘Norman Thomas, Famous American, Gives 
Opinions On Several Pertinent Questions 


When Mr. Norman Thomas, recent 
visitor in Fort Wayne and one of the 
foremost citizens of the United States, 
was interrogated on the subject, 
“Are high school people today being 
better trained in thinking problems 
through than were former genera- 
tionsff” he replied thus: “Definitely. 
In the first place, there are better text 
books, and secondly there is a much 
better quality of instruction, Our ed- 
ucation will have been a great failure 
if we can not get this generation to 
realize more fully the problems before 
them than the last generation has.” 

Mr. Thomas went on to say that in 
lecturing at high schools throughout 
the United States, he has been very 
much pleased with the intelligence of 
the questions that have been asked of 
him by the students. He maintains 
that adults are too much like children 
in their selfishness and greed, and 
hopes that our present education will 
serve to “help us catch up with our- 
selves.” He says that “education must 
face that problem.” 

In answering the question, “After 
the war is over, are the young people 
who are now serving in the armed 
forces going to be stirred up with a 
tendency toward feelings of peace, or 
of hatred and jealousy?” Mr. Thomas 
said, “I can’t tell. I suspect that there 
will be a mixture of emotions. There 
will probably be a great feeling of 
bitterness and futility, that is, if the 
peace terms are no beter than they 
are now.

Thomas stated, “It will not be good, 
I’m afraid. There will probably be a 
lot more of divorce and of separation, 
as there are too many war mar- 
riages.” In clarifying his statement, 
however, he said that despite all, 
there will be many happy war mar- 
riages, but there will probably be just 
as many, if not more, unhappy ones. 

Mr. Thomas is a graduate of 
Princeton University and the Union 
Theological Seminary, the Nation’s 
foremost Presbyterian college. After 
graduation, he became the pastor of 
the East Harlem Presbyterian 
Church, located in the upper East

He has 
been candidate for the presidency of 
the United States four times on the 
Socialist ticket.

A true appreciation of the value of 
Americanism can scarcely be express- 
ed in words; but to me its meaning is 
to be derived from the various politi- 
cal and sovial ideas by means of which 
Americans live together and work to- 
gether, and the effects of our cultural 
background and our standard of liv- 
ing. 

Obviously one of the most impor- 
tant, although not the sole factor, in 
expressing the comparative qualities 
of the United States as a form of goy- 
ernment, is the Constitution, the set 
of laws under which 130 million in- 
dividuals are coordinated over a land 
area of over three million square 
miles. Compared with the amount of 
personal freedom in the, Axis nations, 
we realize immediately that the liber- 
ties guaranteed to all by the Bill of 
Rights are certainly more desirable to 
the populace than is the manner in 
which similar questions are dealt with 
in the totalitarian nations. We cannot 
estimate too highly the importance of 
these various freedoms in causing the 
growth of our nation in all ways po- 
litically and economically, for through 
our priviliges of free speech, for ex- 
ample, everyone has been permitted to 


have his say, and the educated and . 


reasoning men have advanced the 
worthwhile thoughts whch might oth- 
erwise never have been introduced, 
and consequently, without the pro- 
gress of new ideas, our democracy 
might have dropped to a stagnant 
form of civilization. Free speech is 
not the only advantage in the United 
States; freedom of worship, press and 
assembly, and trial by jury are but a 
few of the many characteristics of our 
government. 

Yet to me Americanism means more 
than that, more than those enumer- 
ated freedoms found in the first ten 
additions to the supreme law of the 


sland. For several generations Ameri- 


ca has been recognized as the land of 
opportunity, the melting pot wherein 
people from the four corners of the 
earth have come and have been mold- 
ed into a mighty nation. These people 
have come in order to escape religious 
persecution, and to avail themselves

here. The great stream of immigrants 
in the nineteenth century recognized 
that America would continue to be the 
land of hope and advancement, as 
long as talent is permitted to flourish 
in free enterprise, unhampered by po- 
litical pressure.

Oil is 
essential as a lubricant for machinery 
and transportation; without lubrica- 
tion, industry and _ transportation 
would be paralyzed, consequently di- 
rectly affecting military production 
and movement. Enhancing the great 
importance of oil is the fact that suit- 
able substitutes which are able to 
meet all kinds of situations as effici- 
ently as oil lubricants can have not 
yet been discovered. German chemists 
have been among those trying to find 
a substitute to make up their coun- 
try’s oil deficiencies. 

Control of 95% of the petroleum re- 
sources by the Allies would not be 
hard to bring about. Regional sources 
are relatively few: the western half 
of North America, contributing 60% 
of the world’s oil supply; the Ural 








Mountains and Caspian Sea area; 
South America, and southeastern 
Asia. 3 

Control of these areas is now main- 
ly in the hands of either the Allied 
Nations themselyes or of nations 
friendly to the Allies. Controlling 
countries are Canada, United States, 
Russia, and friendly South American 
nations and Britain. British and 
American investments in foreign oil 
fields give them added control. 

The Axis powers are pitifully poor 
in oil resources. What they need will 


have to be obtained by the release of | 


oil from the Allies through trade— 
and we can be sure the Allies will not 
provide the Axis with an over-supply!

This week’s disc list is a rainbow of color—starting 
with the vivid reds of modern jazz and ending with 
the harmonizing pastels of classics and semi’s. 

“Here We Go Again” is a fine example of jazz— 
Latest release by old G. Miller crew. This bit of in- 
strumental, arranged by Jerry Grey (Victor 20-1563-A) 
thumps out with a brass and sax section fight, tem- 
porarily taken over by Benecke on an up-sax solo, but 
won by trumpet blast. It finally wings into an in-the- 
mood rythm meter and is finished by tuba (Purtill) 
solo. What could be nicer than this standard set-up? 

The turnover “Long Time No See, Baby,” arranged 
by Jack Lathrop, hasn’t the usual good G. M. quali- 
ties, but it gives chiprer Marian to vocal at Hutton 
best. It does have cute lyrics. 

“The Count” waxed “Rusty Dusty Blues” for Co- 
lumbia quite some time since. But what really puts 
this touch of black over, is pudgy Jimmy Rushing’s 
Basin Street vocal. The tune begins in that Hawkins 
(Erskin, not Coleman) drag, rythmetic manner with big 
sax show-off and then....Rushing enters with “Mama 
don’t beg your Daddy,” in that superb nasal style. The 
pianist gets in a few good licks also. Basie does the 
unexpected again and makes you pound out the beat 
rather than tap Good Wax—yas baby. 

The fiys “All of Me” vocaled by Lynne Sherman, 
nice for sentimentalists, is touchy, but out of date. 

David Rose, posing as Jack-of-all-trades, composes, 
arranges, and records the somewhat new “Holiday for 
Strings.” This is one song you won’t tire of. It is 
written, arranged and played in a wild, sad, and weird 
way. The beginning is entirely strings—mostly 
picked-violins. The first chorus is strings with elong- 
ated smoothness, taken over in the second chorus by 
wood-winds and backed by strings. The finish is ex- 
actly as the beginning with a few added notes. Great 
man—Rose. Let’s forget the flip, “Our Waltz”, right 
now—huh ? 

Gershwin’s almost opera “Porgy and™ Bess’ created 
a great deal of commotion a few years back and one 
Andre Kostelanetz waxed a 12-inch green seal Colum- 
bia entitled “Highlights from Porgy and Bess.” This 
is a valuable piece for any collector’s album. The first 
side is composed of “Summertime” and “I’m on’ My 
Way.” “Summer,” is played with a lazy soft violin 
front and far-away undertone of wood-winds, only to 
end abruptly and transfer into a sharp distinctive 
tango meter of “Way” to end of groove. Excellent 
violin qualities here. 

The second side consists of “I Got Plenty O’ Nut- 
tin’” and “Bess, You Is My Woman Now.” This side 
starts with loud brass intro of “It Ain’t Necessarily 
So.” Then “Nuttin’” Kostelanetz has unique way of 
bringing in the various sections. “Bess” is quiet, 
mournful from beginning to end. Its melody is prob- 
ably the most effective of the group. This is definitely 
moody—but what classics aren’t? 

Not to change the subject but look for Jerry Wald 
to be the up-and-coming band of the future—and isn't 
Jan Savitt improving? Especially his sax section.

Point Give Awards 


Six Appointments Can Be 
Made From Fourth 
Indiana District 


Fourth District candidates for six 
appointments to West Point and An- 
napolis, class of 1945, will be given a 
competitive examination by the Civil 
Service Commission on Saturday, July 
29, it was announced today by Rep. 
George W. Gillie in a newspaper re- 
lease from Washington, D. C. 

Following a policy pursued by Rep- 
resentative Gillie for the past five 
years, the 1945 appointments will be 
awarded on a merit basis. Candidates 
receiving the highest grades on the 
July 29 examination will be given 
Principal appointments, Gillie an- 
nounced. Alternate appointments will 
be determined in the same manner. 

To be eligible for appointment, can- 
didates must: (1) Be legal residents 
of the Fourth Indiana District; (2) 
have completed their senior year in 
high school by June, 1945, and (3) 
be able to meet the rigid physical 
standards for West Point and Annap- 
olis. 

The age requirements are 17 to 21 

_ years, inclusive, for West Point and 
17 to 20 years, inclusive for Annapo- 
lis, All candidates must be citizens of 
the United States. 

Eligible candidates may arrange to 
take the July 29 examination at any 
First Cass Post Office, Representative 
“Gillie said. Members of the Armed 
Forces, and others who will be away 
from their homes on the examination 
date, should notify Representative Gil- 
lie of their temporary addresses and 

~ arrangements will be made to examine 
them at or near their posts of duty. 
\. Representative Gillie emphasized 
that he will especially weleome the 
candidacies of eligible members of the 
Armed Forces from the Fourth Dis- 

trict. He urged parents to inform 
their sons in service of the examina- 
tion plans and assist them in making 
the necessary arrangements for en- 
tering the competition. _

When you are asked to work after school and 
told that you need no further education, remem- 
ber that you'll be struggling long after for the 
mistake you will be making if you heed the ad- 
vice and the call of the dollar. You may be suc- 
cessfully employed now—but where will you be

Youth must meet this poignant question, 
think it through, and decide upon it. The de- 
cision means the difference between success and 
failure; this our parents sometimes realize bet- 
ter than we do, for they know that it was the 
thing to do in their day that could often not 
be avoided. Are you going to be old-fashioned?

God is highest in 
man’s mind and he wants to worship 
and praise Him in his own way, as 
his ancestors did previously, and not 
have any person, or group of persons 
dictate to him his attitude toward 
Religion. In America, this is true. 
Everyone has his own church and 
services, to which he is allowed to 
give his whole-hearted contribution. 
This is freedom of Religion. 

The French term~“lese majeste” 
was used to describe the people’s dis- 
respect for the rulers of their coun- 
try. If they would use. “vile” lan- 
guage against them, they would be 
severely punished. This policy is still 
being followed in the Axis and occu- 
pied countries. Now, the punishment 
is probably more severe, as one is 
put in a concentration camp for 
speaking in public or private against 
his leader. Even one’s own family is 
made to report him and besides that, 
the children’s young minds are taught 
that it is only right to report his par- 
ents. These innocent children are 
taught the totalitarian theory, that 
the state should be supreme in all 
matters. To Americans, the idea of 
not being able to express his feelings 
toward the government seems “far- 
fetched,” because we have been bless- 
ed by having those early pioneers

who wrote our Constitution and give 
to us the right of speaking freely. 
This is freedom of speech. s 

Writing our thoughts and opinions 
accompanies speaking the same. One 
can sometimes get away with saying 
them, because it is done in privacy, 
but it is different when it is written, 
so that all classes can read them. In 
the early times in Europe, the con- 
sequences were just about the same 
as they were with the speech, but in 
America it is clearly shown that writ- 
ing the bad points, as well as the good 
ones is permissible, At the present 
day, our newspapers have their own 
opinion, and are siding with one or 
the other political party. The editors 
and other employees are not perse- 
cuted for these actions. The articles 
serve as a basis of thought to start 
the people thinking about their ideas 
and obtain a broader view of the sit- 
uation. This is freedom of the press. 

It is a human trait that people like 
to get together and discuss their prob- 
lems and ideals. In early times, this 
was forbidden because the govern- 
ment officials feared that the people 
would go too far in their discussions 
and plan ways to overrun the gov- 
ernment. This is still true at the 
present time in Nazi Europe. Even 
families are separated and kept from 
talking too freely to each other. In 
America, the situation is quite diff- 
erent. We ere allowed to assemble in 
any way we wish. As’ a result of our 
broad-mindedness, we might conclude 
that our labor organizations grew up 
from that beginning. They have 
proved very profitable in some ways, 
and not as profitable in other ways, 
but nevertheless, we are permitted 
to talk problems over sensibly and 
come to a satisfactory conclusion for 
both sides. This is freedom of assem- 
bly. 

These four freedoms, which I have 
dealt with briefly, appear to be the 
basis for Americanism today. Ameri- 
canism, therefore, means to me to 
have free religion, free speech, free 
press, and freedom to assemble peace- 
ably.

Broad Jumping 





By Don Munger 

Not many years ago a twenty-three 
foot broad-jump was good enough to 
win in almost any college track meet, 
and twenty-four feet was regarded as 
a remarkable leap. Today it requires 
twenty-four foot jumps to win the 
event in any major collegiate meet 
and twenty-five foot efforts are not 
at all uncommon, while the record 
leap has been raised to twenty-six 
feet, eight and a quarter inches by 
Jesse Owens. 

The best broad-jumpers are usually 
boys of average height and Strong 
husky build, with long, smooth well- 
developed leg muscles. In the past 
many of the finest jumpers have been 
; Negroes of Japanese. 

To attain any distance in jumping, 
speed is an essential. It was formerly 
the practice to slow up a little before 
the take off in order to get a better 
spring, but now it is recognized that 
the spring must be made while at full 
speed, although there is a very slight 
let-down in the last two steps. The 
broad-jumper must be fast enough to 
be a good sprinter, the slower men 
having no chance. 

In order to get the most out of the 
jump, the jumper must develop a uni- 
form stride so that his foot hits the 
board squarely, since the measure- 
ments are taken from the edge of the} 
board which is nearer the pit. This| 
uniform stride can be developed by 
practice. Another aid in hitting the 
board is marking the runway at a cer-! 
tain spot so that when the jumper’s 
foot hits this place in the course of | 
the run, he knows that his jumping 
foot will land squarely on the take-off | 
mark. A good broad-jumper should | 
be able to run through his step ten 
out of ten times without varying at 





{trate on form and relaxation in the 
jump rather than on the stride. One 
of the best methods of learning uni- 
form stride is running over the low 
hurdles, and low hurdlers usually 
excellent broad-jumpers be- 
cause they have uniform stride, and 
speed. 

At the moment of jumping, the body 
must be inclined forward with weight 
all over the jumping leg. The jump is 
made by forcing the leg down on the 
board with a distinct stamp, to give 
the rebound which makes for spring. 
The knee is bent slightly, but too 


jump is from the right leg, the left is 
swung up hard, followed by the right, 
and both arms are thrust forward for 
balance. The body is then in a sitting 
position in the’air, with the trunk in- 
clined forward. Too slight forward 
inclination will cause the jumper to| 
fall back when he lands, and too much 
will force the feet down too quickly,

He Has Been Participating 
In Italian Campaign Ac- 
cording To Telegram

When asked if willing for part of 
the American Army to remain over- 
seas, or be sent as replacements for 
several years after the war to help 
establish order, 49% of the students 
responded willing, 34% were not wil- 
ling, and 17% did not know. 

The question on paying more taxes 
for a few years, while the new world 
organization was being formed, even 
if people in other countries couldn’t 
afford to pay was almost equally di- 
| vided in student opinion. Thirty-nine 
per cent were willing; 36% were not 
willing; and 25% did not know. 

The two questions that were the 
lowest in the “willing” percentage 
were about placing the Panama Canal 
under an international authority and 
willingness to see a “flag of the 
world fly above the Stars and Stripes. 

The question of abandoning the 
tariff duties was answered by 42% 
willing; 39% not willing, and 19% 
undecided.

There are several reasons why 
England no longer has a surplus to 
export. In the first place, many of her 
factories have been converted to war- 
time production. Most of her laborers 
are working in war factories, and a 
great portion of the celluloid which 
was once used in making ping pong 
balls is now used in the manufacture 
of explosives. Added to this, of course 
is the fact that England also uses 
most of her production for Army 
recreation centers. 

Therefore we will have to stretch 
our present supply by handling the 
new ones carefully and mending the 
broken ones.

North Side’s fighting Redmen 
whipped their crosstown rivals, the 
South Side Archers, in a closely-con- 
tested meet on North’s oval Tuesday 
evening.

Distance Specialist Presents 
Training “Program For Frosh

Distance running is ‘considered anywhere from two miles to 


ten miles. The distance used by 


used by colleges; the latter use four to six mile runs and the for- 
mer from two to three miles. A high school runner is required to 


build up strength and vitality for dis-> 
tance running—over a period of four 
to six weeks before any competition. 
Physical Qualifications—Candidates 
for distance running are usually of 
‘light weight and of short: stature. 
They have great energy, a very good 
heart, and excellent lungs. 
Training—When runners are far 
enough along to stand the pace, the 
program consists of running over dis- 
tance at a pace slower than that used 
in competition and of running under 
distance at a pace that will be faster 
than that used in competition. Much 
work will be given to develop a sense 
of judgment on pace. Speed, strength,

will be obtained. 

It will be necessary for the runner 
to always have in mind that he must 
be able to run fast even when tired. 
When running up hill, the runner is 
forced to cut his stride to some ex- 
tent, while using his arms to the best 
advantage, and keeping his weight 
well forward over his knees. Downhill 


The 
shock of landing should be broken by 
the ball of the foot. 

Plan your workout. The distance 
runner should have a definite sched- 
ule for the entire week’s workout. One 
should run on Monday one and a half 
times the distance he regularly runs 
in competition.

The 
runner should keep in mind a definite 
pace he wishes to run for each mile 
of the distance and it should be a 
pace which he could keep throughout 
the entire race.

On Wednesday the run- 
ner should not run, but recuperate 
from the preceding days’ workouts. 
Thursday’s workout would be light.

No work should be done on Friday, 
other than some exercises or some 
walking to loosen the muscles.

The boy should be sure of plenty of 
rest and sleep. He should not eat at a 
because this makes the 
stomach work overtime. 

In the following weeks of competi- 
tion, leading up to more important 
events, each contestant should make a 
study of his opponent’s technique, and 
try to determine his weakness or his 
strength, ; 

When running distance one should 
learn to relax to prevent a “tie up.” 
That is, muscles tighten up and keep 
the runner from maintaining the reg- 
ular pace. 

Tenseness also causes the formation 
of carbonic acid in the system which } 
causes the oxidation of food, which 
in turn causes fatigue and loss of 
wind. 

Most boys when entering high 
school, do not think much about going 
out for running. They think they 
wouldn’t have a chance against some 
of the older boys. The only way to 
learn how to run is go out and really 
try hard and bear down. The fresh- 
men at North’ Side today have shown 
a remarkable improvement, and have 
shown the older boys they can excel 
in distance running also. 

There is not much to be expected 
out of freshmen boys, but if they 
really work at it, and put their hearts 
into it, they will be surprised at what 
the yare able to do.

Freshmen Lead School In 
Total Sales; Seniors 
Are Close Second 





North Side’s total this week in the 
sale of Stamps and Bonds is $12,821.- 
65. $684.15 of this was in stamp 
sales and $12,137.50 in bond sales. 
Our total this week is $10,387.20 
higher than last week, and our ac- 
cumulative total has reached $133,- 
905.45. 

The freshmen are still leading in 
total sales with $10,401.35, while the 
seniors came up from last place to 
second with $1,058.65. The juniors 
are third with $846.10, and sopho- 
mores are last with $515.55. For the 
first time in thirty consecutive weeks, 
North Side is not 100 per cent, since 
one girl and one boy from different 
home rooms failed to buy a stamp. 
However, the total of stamp and bond 
sales this week is the highest ever 
attained by North Side. 

Our accumulative total of $133,- 
905.45 has enabled North Side to 
complete its goal and to purchase a 
C-47 Douglas ambulance plane for 
110,000. Besides this, North Side 
can buy two field ambulances and 
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plane was seen to make a landing in 
the snow.

The members of the “Beaver Call” 
editorial and reportorial staffs, Bea- 
ver Dam High School, Wisconsin, 
weren’t satisfied with their school’s 
War Savings record—and decided to 
do something about it. 


Working on the principle that com- 
petition inspires greater effort, the 
“Beaver Call” announced a contest for 
the purchase of stamps and bonds in 
the home rooms; grand prize was a 
silver loving cup, purchased with 
newspaper funds, to be held each week 
in the room with the highest percent- 
age of students buying stamps. At the 
end of the school year, the trophy is 
to be retained by the room which has 
won it most often. 

In addition to printing live editori- 
als and cartoons to maintain interest 
in the competition, the staff is con- 
ducting a series of special activities.

The editors, reporters and cartoon- 
ists of the “Beaver Call” have helped 
their school achieve the Schools-at- 
War Minute Man Flag. They plan to 
keep that flag flying by running a 
series of radio broadcasts over the 
school amplifying system, and by 
sponsoring more special events. Above 
all they have pledged, through the 
columns of “The Call,” to dramatize 
the importance of saving for Victory.

With the Kentucky Derby only seven days away, it is the 


purpose of this writer to give a 


in the greatest spectacle of the sporting world. There is no need; 
to speak of the color and romance of the Blue Grass classic. This! 


has all been repeated time and time' 
again, until it has become legend. It’s 
the same story. Men strive to breed 
excellent horseflesh. They are pains- 
takingly raised, broken, trained, rac- 
ed as two year olds. Many come to 
hand rapidly in their “sophomore” 
year and win great sums of money. 
Others are slow to develop, and 
though as two year olds they don’t 


rank with the winners of the Bel-} 


mont, Breeder’s, Pimlico, Futurites, 
and Hopeful Stakes, they “are holy 
terrors as three year olds. 

These owners are perpetually hope- 
ful they will get a horse of high class. 
Among the 148 nominations for this 
year’s Derby, many were winners and 
important stakes winners. But there 
were others who raced unplaced or 
who didn’t even get to the post. How- 
ever, one of them might come 
through as the maiden Broker’s Tip 
did in 1932. Of the 148 possible start- 
ers, perhaps ten will answer the bu- 
gle when the band strikes up “My 
Old Kentucky Home” for the most 
coveted horse race in the world. 

I haven’t selected my choice for the 
run of roses as yet, but the field is 
narrowing down considerably. One 
reason for this is Greentree’s flaming 
chestnut gelding, Stir Up. Mrs. Whit- 
ney’s hope has swept through three 
highly important stake races and 
seems definitely the best of the crop 
in Florida and New York. 

In addition, he is trained by the 
very astute Princeton graduate, John 
M. Caver, and will be ridden by Eddie 
Arcaro, one of the greatest riders the 
world has ever seen. 

Lt. Col. Whitney’s Pukka Cin

Salvaged Regularly ; 


School children like to salvage and do it well. 
) They like to have a part in important war efforts. 
. An appeal has come out to the schools of the na- 
tion to keep an active flow of waste paper sal- 

vage during the summer. 
The desperate need for paper makes it im- 
perative that school waste paper collections 
should be continued during the summer. So far 





the schools have done a good job but the total . 


salvage is far below the national need. Industry. 
and government are afraid what collections 
have been going will not keep on. Vacation 
from these collections, there must not be, there 
cannot be, if the needed tonnage is to be reached. 

The great help a salvage program, carried on 
actively throughout the summer, will give, can- 
not be overemphasized. Students who are eager 
to do their part- in the war effort could not do 
anything better than carry on an active waste- 
paper salvage campaign. 

North Side students have been cooperative 
with many appeals up to now. Now the govern- 
ment is appealing to you to aid them in this all- 
important part of the war effort. 

Why must so much waste paper be collected? 
A shortage of manpower resulted in a shortage 
of three and a half million cords of pulp woo 
last year. During this time, demands for paper 
packaging and paperboard containers for ship- 
ments to our overseas forces have greatly in- 
creased and will further increase with the in- 
vasion. 

What if we don’t collect the required amount 
of waste paper? Our greatly diminished supply 
of wood-pulp may have to be drawn upon where 
waste paper would do. Publishers, including the 
publishers of textbooks and professional jour- 
nals may receive less than the 75 per cent of nor- 
mal requirements of paper which they now re- 
ceive.

_Their boot training is plenty tough. 
As a matter of fact, I know a Marine 
who has been in the service for five 
years and he says that he would 
rather go into actual combat than go 
through boot training again. Some of 
them just can’t do it and go over the 
hill. The rest of the boys in his pla- 
toon are usually very sorry to hear 
about it because they feel that they 
have failed in keeping up his morale. 

A Marine said that one of the most 
important morale builders during 
boot training is letters from home. 
They are not allowed outside of the 
camp and have very, very little r2cre- 
ation, so you can see what that letter 
from Mom or one of the special girl 
friends means to a new leatherneck. 

There are no furloughs for Marines 
after boot training.

He 
entered the air corps. He studied> 
hard, Outstanding in gunnery, he be- 
came a radio gunner. He said he had 
seen and learned things that Marines 
themselves could only talk about be- 
hind closed doors. t 

But it wasn’t all work and no play. 
At one time, he and another group of 
energetic fellows were doing some 
field work in the southern part of the 
states. While they were working, they 
saw a wild pig. Wanting to do some- 
thing for entertainment, they decided 
to chase it-and have a barbecue, They 
all got big clubs and started running. 
He said that they were laughing so 
hard that they could hardly run. 


They finally caught it and stuck it _

their’ principal challenger for state 
honors, Hammond, in a hard-fought 
but decisive contest in which it be- 
came apparent that lack of experience 
would tell heavily on the thinliclads 
when state meet time rolls around on 
May 20. 

In a field of twenty-two teams the 
Redskins finished second by a goodly 
margin, for after the completion of 
the first two events it became appapr- 
ent that the issue was to be between 
the two designated state champion- 
ship contenders.

was the mile relay, where Hawk was 
shifted from anchor to second man. 
Well behind, when he took the baton, 
lhe ran a splendid race, burned up 
the cinderst to give Whitacre a good 
lead. Kemp turned in a sterling 440 
{to regain and extend the lead a Mish- 
jawakan had cut down in a stirring 
finish—a clear example of guts. 


We were beaten by a better team 
in the NIC Conference, Beaten be- 
jcause they had more balance than 
we did. 

But don’t get the idea that North 
is out of the state title picture, and 
jon’ ge he idea hat Hammond is go- 
ing to win it.

For “Working Student 





Last summer an estimated 5 mil- 
lion boys and girls between the ages 
of 14 and 17 Were at work. This sum- 
mer will be“no different; American 
youngsters will again be at work. 
Since this is the case, care is needed 
to safeguard their education and 
health. Less obvious, but of great im- 
portance, is the need to safeguard 
their economic status through coun- 
ciling in thrift, budgeting, and War 
Savings. 

Our guidance counselor in New 
York City reports that most high 
school boys allot $5 of their wages to 
a date at least two nights a week. 
Another in Milwaukee points out that 
students earning $20 a week are sav- 
ing only 10 per cent—and that only 
when employers are insistent. 

This indicates that the average 
high school worker is forming bad 
money habits—spending everything 
now and saving nothing for the fu- 
ture. 

The fact is that such a youngster 
doesn’t know how to save or why he 
should save. ’ 

Why should he save? First, he owes 
it to his friends in the armed services 
who are giving their all. When a stu- 
dent worker goes on a spending spree 
he is actually hindering the war ef- 
fort by contributing to price rises at 
home. His savings could be buying 
equipment for his high school gang 
now in uniform. Second, he owes it to 
himself to save. An accumulation of 
War Bonds, bought out of current in- 
come, may mean the difference be- 
tween dependence and independenc 
after the war. 

Save for what? The rainy day has 
become a symbol of the unannounced 
accident, illness, or unemployment 
which may strike any person. In most 
cases teen-age workers have never ex- 
perienced a rainy day. They must 
learn to save now for that emergency 
through War Bonds.

Junior Gets Distinguished 
Marksmanship Diploma 
From Rifle Association 


Washington, De C., May 4. North 
Side High School Junior Rifle Club 
may well be proud of Norman John- 
ston, 16 years old, who has just 
achieved high awards in rifle marks- 
manship.

Dear Mr, Hitler:

A war bond premier of its annual 
Music Festival netted Bay View High 
School, Milwaukee, $105,000.00 in war 
bond sales.

Especially helpful to high school boys 
who expect to enter the armed serv- 
ices soon, the booklet includes valu- 
able information about Army and 
Navy pay, National Service Life In- 
surance, war bond allotments and de- 
pendency allotments. Single copies 
may be obtained from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., 
for 20 cents. Schools or organizations 
which wish to order copies in bulk 
will receive a 25 per cent discount for 
orders of 100 or more. 





In Massachusetts, the Treasure 
Hunt became a search for bond buy- 
ers. Students in Boston and Spring- 
field were bonded to sell friends. 
Children urged adults to come to the 
schools to purchase their war bonds, 
but in cases where this was impossible 
students collected the money and took 
it to the school booths. 


Down Texas way at Sierra Blanca 
school in Hudspeth County, 100 wil- 
ling youngsters accounted for $26,- 
102.65 in war savings. These chil- 
dren operate a booth in the downtown 
district every Saturday and assist in 
raising the county’s quota. There’s no 
bank in this county of 3,149 people, 
but there’s a highly successful war 
savings program. 


In Salt Lake City, Utah, the best 
letters written home to Mother and 
Dad to tell them the importance of 
purchasing extra war bonds were 
printed in Salt Lake City newspapers. 
One eight-year-old summed up his 
reasons with irrefutable logic: ‘“Re- 
member when we have a bank account 
with Uncle Sam we know we're on 
the saved side.” 








During the fourth war loan drive 
Crook County, Oregon, schools as- 
sumed complete responsibility for that 
county’s entire quota of $302,700 and 
went over the top two weeks before 
the drive ended. Parades, radio pro- 
grams, special window exhibits, and 
announcements over public address 
systems by the students kept the 
fourth war loan constantly before the 
public. Their “Bond Show” took to 
the road, traveling through the coun- 
ty and in each community sold bonds 
through the local committee. 


Pocatello, Idaho, students used war 
bonds and a jitterbug contest to 
Stamp Out the Squanderbug. Jitter- 
bugs from all over the county assem- 
bled to give the squanderbug the jit- 
ters while war bond buyers watched.

Every year, Memorial Day rites are held in 
observance of service rendered by participants 
of World War I. This day has been set aside 
“lest we forget” that some gave their youth and 
future for posterity.

War now is taking its toll among the friends 
and loved ones of everyone. When they are 
taken from us, there will be a tendency to think 
that it is too late to help them. But there is 
something to do. Each and every person can 
work to fulfill the dreams of every lost hero. 
Behind every person working for peace is the 
multitude who now lie under white crosses. 
Their dreams must be our life. Every individual 
has the backing and the trust of the multitude 
to help finish the job they left undone. This is 
your right and privilege. Accept it. 





Victory Relies On Education; 
Math Is One Of Most 
Needed Subjects 


Much complaining has been done concerning 
the conflicts between school work and war activi- 
ties. All of us now have more and greater re- 
sponsibilities and we must meet the same with 
an attitude of determination rather than com- 
plaint, particularly since our war work after 
school hours is purely voluntary. : 

The matter of primary importance is our 
school work and, in the long run, a good educa- 
tion will benefit both the individual and the coun- 
try more than work on a war job and a poor 
education ever could. We must prepare our- 
selves to accept positions in industry or in the 
armed forces when the time comes and the best 
preparation is a good education. 

In order to compute the range of artillery fire, 
one must be able to use algebra, trigonometry, 
and geometry with proficiency. 

Mathematics has always 2 
important courses in school but its importance 
has increased because some branches of the 
armed services require a knowledge of it. This 
is also true of English, science, and foreign lan- 
guages. History, too, is necessary for an under- 
standing of the backgrounds and cultures and 
attitudes of friend and foe. Though few people 
realize it, art courses such as we have here have 
been invaluable aids to many boys who have 
gone into the Army. 

Courses given in high school are needed at any 
time not only for factual content but for a well- 
rounded education and for the development of 
concentration, perception, and general ability in 
fields of enterprise. 

The greatest service you can render your 
country is to devote your effort to school work 
and to remember that education is the greatest 
tool of victory.

Ten Per Cent Of Class 
Are Eligible 


J Ptanchester College offers a schol- 
arship to any student ranking in the 
highest ten per cent of his graduat- 
‘ing class. A scholarship is valued 
at $75 for valedictorians, for others 
at $60. This represents about one- 
third of a year’s tuition. 

A high school graduating from ten 
to fifty students may be granted only 
one scholarship; a high school grad- 
uating more than fifty students, two 
scholarships. 

Students graduating in classes of 
less than ten that make applications 
for scholarships will be considered on 
the merit of the individual candidate 
and shall be decided by a committee 
and the president. 

The scholarship for each school is 
offered first to the highest ranking 
students in each class. Should they, 
for any reason, not choose to use the 
same, the scholarship will be offered 
to those ranking next, provided, 
however, that only those in the high- 
est ten per cent of the class are con- 
sidered eligible for the scholarship. 

One-half the scholarship will be 
allowed on regular college tuition 
during the second term of the fresh- 
man year and one-half will be al- 
lowed during the third term. 

Each spring, at the close of the 
school year, the college will grant 
to the four freshmen, the three sopho- 
mores, and the two juniors who have 
made the highest academic records in 
their respective classes during the 
previous year, $50 scholarships to be 
applied on tuition during the follow- 
ing year.

‘Do You Think You Are Old-Fashioned? 


Do You Always Argue WithgY our ‘Parents? 


High school students of today will 
be strict parents of the future, ac- 
cording to the latest survey of the 
Institute of Student Opinion, a na-j 
tional polling organization sponsored 
by Scholastic Magazines and com- 
posed of 1300 high school news- 
papers. 

The poll ballot asked students to 
place themselves in the position of 
parents and’ express their opinions on 
parental discipline in regard to teen 
age youth. 

Of the 95,913 students polled, a 
strong majority voted against allow- 
ing théir sixteen-year-old sons and 
daughters to come and go as they 
please (without restrictions as 
hours, frequency of dates, places of 
amusement, etc.) to associate with 
anyone they choose, to smoke, and to 
drink alcoholic beverages. 

However, if they had a son or 
daughter of marriageable age, a 
small majority would approve his or 
her marriage to someone of another 
religious faith. 

Indicating a firm belief in the neces- 
sity of parental supervision, 82 per 
cent of the student voters would re- 
strict a\sixteen-year-old son as to 
hours, frequency of dates, and places 
of amusement. Ten per cent would 
allow him to come and go as he 
pleases, and eight per cent were un- 
decided. In regard to a sixteen-year- 
old daughter, 86 per cent would keep

Fifty-eight per cent would not al- 
low a_ sixteen-year-old son’s free 
choice of associates, thirty per cent 
would, and twelve per cent were un- 
decided. Sixty-eight per cent voted 
against a sixteen-year-old daughter’s 
associating with anyone she chooses, 
twenty-one per cent for, and eleven 
per cent had no opinion. 

While the majority were definitely 
opposed to teen-agers’ smoking, the 
percentage vote indicated less re- 
strictions with boys than girls. Fifty- 
six per cent would not permit a six- 
teen-yearsold boy to smoke, thirty 
per cent would, and fourteen per cent 
expressed no opinion. Eighty-one per 
cent voted against allowing a six- 
teen-year-old girl to smoke, ten per 
cent for, and nine per cent no opinion. 

The question of drinking of alco- 
holic beverages drew an overwhelm- 
ing majority vote in opposition. 
Eighty-five per cent would not allow 
a sixteen-year-old son to drink, six 
per cent would, and nine per cent 
were undecided. As to a sixteen-year- 
old daughter’s drinking, . eighty-nine 
per cent were opposed, and four per 
cent were for, and seven per cent 
had no opinion. 

Only on the subject of intermar- 
riage between persons of different 
religious faiths, was there a favorable 











majority vote. Fifty-three per cent 
would approve the marriage of a son 
if he were of marriageable age, to 
someone of another religious faith. 
‘Twenty-nine per cent would object, 
and eighteen per cent expressed no 
opinion. As to a daughter of mar- 
riageable age, fifty-one per cent 
would approve her marriage to a boy 
of another faith, thirty per cent 
would not, and seven per cent were 
undecided. 

According to the breakdown of poll 
results, boys would be somewhat less 
strict, as parents, than girls. Both 
boys and girls indicated a more len- 
ient attitude toward sons than daugh- 
ters. 

In interviews conducted by student 
reporters after the poll had been ta- 
ken in their respective schools, the 
voters gave reasons for their opin- 
ions. Typical reasons for the major- 
ity votes were: 

“There is too much juvenile delin- 
quency and a lot of it is the parents’ 
fault. To allow a teen-age boy or girl 
to come as and go as he pleases, to- 
associate with anyone he chooses, to 
drink and smoke is shirking your re- 
sponsibility as a parent.” 

Young people may be irked by re- 
straint, but they know that it is good 
for them.” 

“Too much freedom and the cheap 
habits of drinking and smoking create 
irresponsibility, weakness of charac- 
ter, and poor citizenship.”

American Biology Teacher” and writ- 
ten by Mr. Howard H. Michaud, sci- 
ence teacher at North Side High 
School, we found the answers to the 
above questions the most interesting. 
June is almost here and the fisher- 
man’s season will begin. Because of 
present conditions many anglers will 
be seeking new fishing holes nearer 
home and they will need to know the 
earmarks of the promising hole. Mr. 
Michaud, in writing of vegetation in 
his study, says: me 

“Vegetation, which has previously 
been mentioned as a food producing 
agency, also forms the chief natural 
cover for fish from fry to adult. 
Short thick bottom growths have par- 
ticular value as hiding places for 
newly hatched fish. Floating leaves, 
rushed and sedges with emergent 
leaves, or overhanging grasses along 
streams will furnish beneficial cover. 
Underwater brush, logs, stumps, and 
boards often prove effective types of | 
shelter. Boulders, rock slabs, over- 
hanging ledges and bottom irregular- 
ities provide hiding places of value 
for many species. The deep holes in 
a stream are valuable as places of; 
retreat and rest for particularly the 








uishing characteristics of a good place to fish? How may the fish- 
erman discover the bait that would appear most appetizing to cer- 





cover will generally support more 
fish than one which falls short of this 
combination.” 2 

What is the bait to be used on that 
elusive fish? “Even among the pro- 
verbial fisherman,’ writes Mr. Mich- 
aud, “relatively few pause to exam- 
ine the contents of a fish’s stomach, 
which may serve as a clue not only 
as to its food habits but to the kind 
of bait to be used. 

Fishing throughout the world are 
three different kinds of fisherman 
who are interested in arriving at the 
same end — that of catching fish — 
for different reasons. The natural bait 
fisherman,is interested in catching 
the limit and uses earthworms, craw- 
fish, insect larvae, mussels, et cetera, 
to do so. The sport fisherman uses 
only artificlai lines and is more in- 
terested in the art of angling and in 
the testing of techniques with arti- 
cial lures. The commercial fisherman 
uses nets, boats, and other expensive 
equipment. He is engaged in fishing 
as a business to make a profit. 

These are but a few of the inter- 
esting bits of factual information 
that are to be found in this article 
which should be of interest to all 
fishermen who are interested not only

High School Press Plays 
Lively Role In Present 
State Of War 


War urges everyone to rush right out and get 
busy earning extra money. Students particularly’ 
are included in this “blind stampede.” They for- 
get their former activities and clubs; they drop 
everything to get a job. 

However, activities have a war job, too. But 
let’s narrow it down a bit, and apply it directly 
to the press. 

Our staff is faced with a stern challenge to 
remain on the job, and to serve our country in- 
directly by doing the work it is especially trained 
to do. High school is the world of the high 
school student and by sticking there and carry- 
ing on his regular activities, each one is strength- 
ening himself for the times ahead when he must 
directly serve his country. 

One of the student press associations has 
urged that the student press accept the chal- 
lenge in order that its importance and scope 
may be re-emphasized. The association further 
recommends that during the trying days ahead, 
the columns of our school publications and the 
time of our journalism classes be devoted to: 

1. Building and sustaining the morale of our 
students, their families, and their circle of 
friends. 

2. Clarifying the issues and aims of the war, 
and of the peace, that is to come. 

3. Teaching the proper value of news reports, 
through an analytical study of news sources. 

4. Discouraging all efforts to mask or hide the 
truth. 

5. Helping students, parents, and friends to 
laugh and relax. 

6. Establishing a feeling of confidence in as- 
sociates and leaders. 

7. Implanting patience and calmness in the 
face of adversity and moderation of feeling in 
the acceptance of success.
